general alarm was sounded. 

To insure sanitary conditions in 
the camps established for the home- 
less was the most pressing problem 
today confronting those in charge of 
the relief work in the fire-stricken 


city. | 
Officials of the State militia and of 
the State Board of Health co-oper- 
ated in this work. Two official camps 
were in operation and preparations 
were made for the establishment of 
a third into which would be brought 
many persons at a in 
various open places in the city. 

In oak ae the tents provided for 
shelter there were four cots. In some 
cases nine or ten persons occupied 
a single tent.

Not a spark touched the old 
witch-house, a mile away, where 
dwelt the first woman who was 
hanged on gallows hill, a victim to 
the colonial belief in human posses- 
sion of evil spirits, 

Hawthorne's famous house of 
seven gables, celebrated in literature, 
was the historic spot that Was in 
greatest danger. When the Salem 
hospital was ablaze and the Polish 
tenements in the vicinity were in 
ruins, it looked ag if the Gables were 
doomed, but the fire took one of the 
queer courses that makes the shape 
of the ruined sone amaze sightseers, 
and the novelist’s house is safe. The 
Essex Institute, which contains many 
curios brought from the Far East by 
the sea captains that made Salem the 
first port of the country, with ex- 
tensive East Indian commerce a hun- 
dred years ago, Was never in danger, 
nor was the Peabody Museum, which 
also has many reminders of Salem's 
supremacy on the sea. | 

The old customhouse, which now 
collects not enough to pay for its 
upkeep, remains as intact as it was 
in the days that Hawthorne described 
it. So does the novelist’s birthplace. 

The famous Chestnut street, which 
probably has the best old colonial 
residences of the country, was saved 
by a fortunate shift of the wind, Some 


of the trees in the fine old gardens,

Fails to Survive Knife.

Converse was the son of C. N. Con- 
verse, an attorney of Glendora. Un- 
til recently he maintained two estab- 


lishments, one at Glendora and the 
other on West Forty-first place. Late- 


moved to Los Angeles with his wife 
and two children. He was a gradu- 
ate of the law department of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 

The cause of his escapade is cred- 
ited to a mishap two years ago at 
Bimini baths, when he fell, fractur- 
a his skull. A depression on his 
left temple resulted which caused a 
pressure on the brain. A quarter of 
an inch of bone matter was taken 
out in the operation yesterday, with 
that this oper- 
ation would relieve the trouble. 
“WE WERE HAPPY.” 


Mrs. Converse said last night that 
following his latest escapade they had 
been. reconciled and were never hap- 
pier. The operation, she said, was 
ordered with the consent of both, in 
the hope that he would come out 
all right. Ever since the accident he 
had suffered with severe headaches, 
which at times, she said, were almost 
unbearable. 

When Reatha Watson was notified 
of his death last night, she said that 
she was shocked to hear that he had 
passed away and that she sympa~- 
thized with his wife. 

At the time of his second marriage, 
Converse was manager of the Sixth- 
street garage. He had known Miss 
Watson, who was also «nown as Mrs. 
Beth Lytette, but a short time when 
they were married, he assuming the 
alias of Max Lawrence at the time. 

WAS FILIBUSTER. 

Converse came into considerable 
prominence as a filibuster early in 
1911. It appears that he was acting 
as a scout for Gen. Orozco when he 
Was captured and imprisoned by the 
Mexican Federal soldiers at Juarez. 
Through the influence of his father 
and his attorney, Webster Davis, who 
petitioned a personal friend of Bresi- 
dent Diaz residing in this city, Con- 
verse was released. He later laid a 
claim for $256,000 against the Mexi- 
can government for false imprison- 
Nothing ever came of this. 


his imprisonment. 

In July, 1913, Converse was jailed 
again. This time it was in El Paso 
and he was charged with trying to 
kidnap his own 8-weeks old baby. He 
had just returned to the States from 
a trip to Cuba with his wife. She 
was taken fll in Mobile, Ala., and was 
left in the hospital. Converse started 
with the little baby and an older 
child for his home in Glendora. When 
he arrived in El Paso he took them 
to the home of his mother-in-law. 
She objected strenuously when he at- 
tempted to take them away. 

Taking a chance, Converse grabbed 
the baby and jumped down the back 
steps. He was arrested shortly aft- 
erward in the home of a Mexican, 
where he had taken refuge. , 

No arrangements for the disposition 
of the body have been made.

Then Electric Car Wrecks 
His Automobile. 


|Has Peculiar Premonition of 
A pproaching Tragedy. 


Ohio Society Picnic Enjoyed 
by Great Crowd.

LONG BEACH, June 27.-—Sitting 
at the steering-wheel of his auto 
George H. Clark died this morning 
and his car was reduced to wre>k- 
age by a Newport Beach train on the 
Pacific Bilectric at.

nesses, was dead from heart disease, 
his head bowed down over his hands, 
as the car struck the autos 
Clark and his wife, devout mem- 
bers of the First Brethren Church, 
held a family prayer service fifteen 
minutes before the accident. “I am 
ready to die if anything should hap- 
pen to me; we will be united in the 
great Beyond,” he said to his wife 
when he started out with his auto, 
He had been suffering from heart 
trouble. 
A short time afterward his terri- 
ead body was brought home 
to his Wife who may not ‘survive the 
shock of the tragedy. Clark was 
county road foreman for the north- 
ern Long Beach district and lived at 
eim and Walnut streets. 
otorman Homer Johnson of the 
car which struck the auto, states that 
Clark's head was bowed over the ma- 
chine but he thought that he would 
soon lift his head and heed his 
warning whistle. Instead, the electric 
ear hit the auto exactly in the mid- 
die, and the machine was carried 
along on the fender and the front 
of the car for 360 feet. In that time, 
Johnson says, he saw the face of 
Clark, ashy in death. The grim 
reaper had come before the collision. 
Passengers on the electric car stat- 
ed that the motorman sounded both 
the whistle and bell as a warning 
long before the crossing was reached,

ONE PHASE WILD BE SUBMITTED 
TO PEOPLE’S VOTE. . 


Will Be Asked to Approve Merg- 
of Offices of City Tax Collector 
Assessor With Similar County 


While circulators are busily en- 
gaged in securing signers to the peti- 
tions asking that there be placed on 
ballot at the next general elec- 
tion the. pro constitutional 
amendment for city-county consoli- 
dation provisions, there is another 
plan well under way for more imme- 
diate benefit to the taxpayers. This 
is a proposition to consolidate the of- 
fices of City Tax Collector and City 
Assessor with the similar county of- 
fices. 
Several months ago, Councilman 
Conwell introduced into the City 
Council a resolution providing for 
this move. The resolution was adopted 
and the City Attorney now has the 
subject in hand and is prepared to 
present to the Council at the proper 
time the necessary ordinance that 
will submit this question to a vote of 
the ople. 
it te argued that even under the 
most favorable circumstances, should 
the people of the State vote at the 
next election to place in the Consti- 
tution the proposed amendment, 4 
considerable length of time .. must 
elapse before these provisions Necould 
be applied to the formation of Los 
Angeles city and county. Meanwhile, 
it is possible to bring about the con- 
solidation of the two offices men- 
tioned, under provisions of the city 
charter and State law, and to thus ef- 
fect a large saving to the taxpayers 
in eliminating duplication of work and 
in giving better facilities for the pay- 
ment of tribute at one point instead 
of two. 
Under the amended city charter, 
section 255, article XXIV, provides: 
“Whenever it sha!! be provided by 
law that any of the 'ties now 
formed or heréafter to be performed 
by any officer or officers of the city 
of Los Angeles, may be performed by 
any officer or officers of the county 
of Los Angeles, the city of Los An- 
geles may, by ordinance ratified by 
a vote of the qualified electors of the 
city as hereinafter prescribed, pro- 
vide that the duties of such officer 
or officers, or any of such duties as 
are now permitted by law to be per- 
formed by such county officer or offi- 
cers. may be performed by such coun- 


Los Angeles, at the times and in the 
manner, and to the extent provided 
for by law. As to all duties so per- 
formed by any county officer, he shall 
be ox-officito an officer of the city of 
Los Angeles.” 

In order to bring about such a con- 
solidation of the two offices men- 
tioned in time to place the consoll- 
dated offices in a position to handle 
next vear’s assessment, it would be 
necessary fo have the complete de- 
tafle worked out and the proposition 
approved so as to become effective 
next February, as the work of making 
the assessment begins about the first 
of March. 

A bill was introduced at the last 
session of the Legislature providing 
for the submission of such questions 
to a vote of the people at primary 
elections, but the Governor did not 
sien the bill: This leaves the situa- 
tion so that the question cannot be 
submitted until the next geperal elec- 
tion. |

ened war in any part of the world, to 
join together our respective arma- 
ments for the prevention of armed 
conflict; and we each guarantee to the 
other that wé will neither diminish 
nor increage our respective military 
OF naval armaments as they stood at 
the date of the creation of this Alli- 
ance, without previous notice to and 
the full consent of all the members 
thereof, acting together through the 
Congress. Furthermore, we agree to 
each meet the costs and expenses of 
our respective armaments during 
times of peace and when employed 
Strictly within the territory of each. 

IX. The Congress shall have power 
to equitably fix the military quota or 
s ® which each nation shall con- 
tribute for active service in the event 
of war; the aim being to create the 
International Army and Navy herein 
provided for by requisitioning men, 
arms, ships, munitions gnd supplies 
from the different nations in the Al- 
Hance, to serve for stated periods. 
While the respective quotas required 
may or may not be the same (since 
the military strength of the different 
nations in the Alliance és not co-equal, ) 
this condition shall never operate to 
prohibit the Congress from mobilizing 
for active service such proportionate 
military contingent from each nation 
as will make the contributions of all as 
nearly equitable ag may be. But the 
Alliance shall have no power to 
require any nation to make new 
levies of soldiers, ar to build new 
ships of war, to supply gaps so 
created in its armament. 


XI. Im the event of a serious quar- 
rel between any two nations, threat- 
ening war, we agree with each other, 
and declare to the worid, that, act- 
ing in the capacity of an Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration, we will 
first conjointly intervene with the 
object of peacefully and honorably 
settling such quarrel; second, if a fair 
adjustment of the quarrel cannot be 
reached peacefully, we will, acting 
as the Military Pact, issue our joint 
ultimatum that no resort to arms 
shall be had by or between the two 
contending nations; and, third, after 
@ final warning in each case, we will 
make our efforts effective by means 
of force, applied In the right quarter, 
in the right measure, and at the right 
time or times. 


XIV. The Alliance shall establish 
and maintain a seat of government, 
to be provided with necessary and 
suitable buildings, to be jocated in

Author. 

Among these merits the author puts 

forward the following clear-cut ad- 
Vantages, none of which are of a 
blue-sky order, but all moderately 
stated, practical and possible: 
&. The pian as drawn is intended 
to be, first of all, rational, just and 
safe; second, fair and feasible; third, 
absolutely effective if adopted by five 
or more leading nations; fourth, eco- 
nomical in a marked degree as com- 
pared with the cost of the combined 
armaments. of the world; fifth, while 
not preténding that it will completely 
or immediately accomplish disarma- 
ment, the plan strongly points in that 
direction. If carried out, as i sure- 
ly can be, by the combined action 
of the leading nations which may 
enter the Alliance, the ultimate re- 
sult will come as near to disarma- 
ment as it is humanly possible to 
get in this day and generation. 

4. The money saving to the war 


to the Alliance, which can be ef- 
fected through this Peace Pian, will 
be sufficient in the aggregate to pay 
the entire cost of supporting the pro- 
posed World Government and leave 
a substantial balance in the. coffers 
of each of the participating Powers. 

7. This plan for securing universal 
peace contemplates, as already indi- 
cated, the ultimate inclusion in the 
Universal Peace Pact, or World Al- 
Hance, of all the nations entering 
through their own desire and con- 
sent. When this result shall have 
been achieved, there will be left no 
country or people to dispute the 
power or authority of the Pact. And 
thus will universal and lasting peace 
have been attained beyond the ques- 
tion of a doubt.

Three former patrolmen are now 
practicing dentistry in the city, all 
of whom continued their studies while 
employed for eight hours daily in 
walking beats. 

Never have there been so many 
policemen working to .better them. 
Selves as at present. By their own 
request they are appointed to night 
duty that they may have time dur- 
ing the day to carry on their school 
work. Night duty is not desirable to 
those who are not similarly engaged, 
so it is a happy exchange. 

e majority of the policemen 
graduate from the fire department or 
the street railways. Hundreds of them 
have been elther motormen or con- 
ductors, and many of them have been 
trainmen on steam lines. The salary 
they receive for police work is not 
equal to that which they made in 
other vocations, but they are “just 


‘maturally cops,"’ as one of them ex- 


pressed it. They like the regularity 
of the work, the authority they have, 
the interest that attaches to constant 
activity of a city’s crime and violence. 
They become “fans” and are entirely 
content with the work.—

lands, “for the prospective use of the 
navy.” 

It was ex that the Supreme 


Court of the United States would de- 
cide the appeal from the judgment 
of Judge Riner of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
on the same Question before urn- 
ment, but no decision was handed 
down, and it is hoped to have the 
Midway Northern case ready for sub- 
mission im time to have beth 
opinions at one time. — 

The Gecisions of Judges Dooling 
and Riner have both been the 


President Taft had such authority, 
but it is proposed to have all of the 
available authorities marshaled in 
the Midway Northern case, and thus, 
with what has been done in the 
Wyoming case, there will be nothing 
left for the losing party to stand on 
when the appeal case has been pro- 
sented. 

The decision of the highest court, 
confirming the right of the Southern

OLYMPIC GAMES 
SPUR GERMANY. 


REMARKABLE INCREASE OCCURS 
IN ORGANIZATIONS OF 
THE TURNERS. 
{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 
BERLIN, June 13.—The interest 
that German sporting circles are tak- 
ing in the Olympic games to be held 
in Berlin in 1916 is reflected in a re- 
markable increase in the organization 
of the turners. The annual report of 
the national organization shows that 


450 new clubs, with a membership of | 


65,000, joined it in the course of the 


year. The general organization now 
consists of 11,000 clubs, having a total] 
membership of 1,400,000. 

The turners are trying to induce the 
military authorities to prescribe a 
certain maximum degree of physical 
development. to entitle recruits to 
lighter military exercises.

BATTLESHIPS. 

GIR PERCY SCOTT DECLARES 
SUBMARINE RENDERS THEM 

USELESS. 


{[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

LONDON, June 14.—The recent as- 
sertions by Sir Percy Scott that bat- 
tlerhips are fast becoming archaic 
have received wide attention because 
it was Sir Percy who did so much to- 
ward perfecting the big-gun service 
of the British dreadnoughts. 

“The introduction of vessels that 
swim under water has,” says Sir Per- 
cy, “entirely done away with the util- 
ity of the ships that swim on top of 
the water, since these warships 
Would not date come within sight of 
@ coast that was adequately protected 
by submafines. No fleet can hide 
— from the aeroplane eye, and the 
submarine can deliver a deadly attack 
even in broad daylight. 

“The navy will be entirely changed; 
maval officers will no longer live on 
the sea, but either above it or under 
it, and the strain on their systems 
anc nerves will be so great that a 
very lengthy period of service will 
no. be advisable; it will be a navy of 
youth, for we shall require nothing 
bot boldness and daring. 

“In war times the scouting nero- | 
Plenes will always be high above, on 
the lookout, and the submarines in

FOR PRESBYTERIAN UNITY. 


Conjunction of Two Great Factions 
and Independents Likely to Be Ac- 


EDINBURGH, June 14.—The  re- 
cent general assemblies of the two 
@reat factions of the Presbyterian 
churches in Scotland—the established 
Church of Scotland and the indepen- 
dent United Free Church—will be fol- 
lowed during the year by negotiations 
which are said to be promising for a 
union of these rival bodies, mending a 
historical quarrel. 

Various sects broke away from the 
communion of the state church as far 
back as the seventeenth century, the 
Secession being in protest against the 
alleged low moral state of the clergy 
and the political system of the estab- 
Mshed church. The established chusth 
sought to mend matters in 1834 by 
adopting the rule that no i »pastor 
should be thrust upon a congregation 
against the will of the people, but this 
was annulled in 1843. Negotiations 
for a union were renewed in 1907, 
but progress was siow until this year 
on account of the opposition of a pow- 
erful minority on each side, Even the 
former leaders of the obstructionists, 
however, are now urging unton. 

A constitution was drawn up by the 
recent assembly of the established 


independence of the free church but 
at the same time aims to preserve the 
traditions of the state church. It is 
this draft that will be the 
further negotiations during the com-

Straus Thinks German and French 

Methods of Economy Should Be 

Combined in the United States.

LONDON, Jute 13.—Simon w. 
Straus of Chicago, who has been 
spending six months in Europe con- 
ducting investigations as president of 
the American Society for Thrift, is 
to take home a number of sugges. 
tions. 

One of them is the establishment 
of co-operative societies. He has 
found that the work done by them 
in Great Britain is second in extent 
unly to that of the United States Steel 
Corporation, and that such societies 
not only save the fees of the middle- 
man, whe is thus put to Productive 
toil, but give their members a sense 
of thrift. He found the societies 
working with great success also in 
France, Switzerland and Germany. —

WOMAN SUICIDES 
ON. THE INCREASE. 
DEVELOPMENT OF FEMINIST 
MOVEMENT IN GERMANY 
UNDOUBTED CAUSE. 


P, FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

BERLAN, June 13.—The develop- 
ment of the woman's movement in/ 
Germany carries with it a remarkable 
increafle in suidides by women. While 
the ratio of suicides of men remained 
constant during the twenty years 
ended with 1912, the number of wom- 
en suicides increased from 8.3 to 10.6 
per 100,000 of the women population. 

While there are doubtless many 
causes for the increase, the chief 
cause is attributed to the fact that 
women have gone inte workshop and 
factory, mercantile employments and 
the professions, much more extensive- 
ly than twenty years ago. They have 
shouldered larger responsibilities and 
have exposed themselves to: greater 
economic and social dangers. 

That the cause is largely an eco- 
nomic one is evident from the 
increase of woman suicides at Berlin, 
where nearly forty-eight women take 
their own lives to every 100 men.

FOR THE MUSICA 
A GUIDE TO THE CHASSEVANT METHOD oF 
MUSICAL EDUCATION. By Marion P, Gibb, 
Frederick Stokes Company, New York, 
HEN after forty-two years an author's 
work is deemed worthy of being re- 
printed without any serious alterations 
in the text it may well be said to have be- 
come a clawsic. This is the case with “A 
Guide to the Chassevant Method of Musi- 
cal Education,” by Marion P. Gibb, which is 
virtually a translation from the original 
French, with additions and variations by the 
author. 

Mile. Chassevant, a Frenchwoman, now 
well advanced in years, long associated with 
mitsicians and having a keen sense of ob- 
servation and receptivity, built and devel- 
oped practically as early as 1872 a method 
of musical education—especially for chil 
dren—on the same principles as later ap- 
plied by Dr. Montessori in her system of 
general education. 

The Chassevant method is not so much a 
special way of teaching the piano, voice, or 
any individual instrument, as a mode of 
early training which lays the foundation 
for all musical appreciation, knowledge and 
technique. It does not put a child before a 
score at the piano, imposing long hours of 
physical drudgery at an imperfectly under- 
stood task; it begins rationally with train- 
ing the ear through the use of material 
which children enjoy using and playing 
with. It opens the door of en tc mt- 
‘sical apprenticeship for those destined to 
become musicians, and is equally valuable 
for those intended to become only intelli- 
gent and appreciative listeners. 


“SINEWS OF GOVERNMENT.” 


THE INCOME TAX: A Study of the History, The- 
ory and Practice Income Taxatioas at Home 
Seligman. Mac- 


and Abroad. By Edwin R. A. 
millan Company, New York. 


ROF. SELIGMAN has presented a new 

edition of a comprehensivé and valu- 

able work dealing with a eubject that 
is of considerable more interest to several 
millions of people than when it was first 
published in 1911. The new chapter in- 
corporated in this edition deals with, and 
elucidates, the Income Tax Law of 1913. 

He explains that the real defects of our 
income tax law are: “In the first place no 
attempt has been made to introduce a dif- 
ferentiation of taxation; that is, to distin- 
guish between the rate on earned and un- 
earned incomes. .. . The second defect 
in the law is the failure to introduce proper 
administrative methods, so far as ordi- 
nary business incomes are concerned. The 
principal of stoppage at source is not appli- 
cable to most of these.” 

However, he says that “taking ft all in 
all, the law must be pronounced an intel- 
ligent and well-considered effort. it will 
need amendment in detail to make it com- 
pletely equitable in principle.” 

The volume gives a satisfying account of 
the income tax history, not only in the 
United States where it has gone through 
certain suspicion-arousing vagaries, and 
also in Germany, France, England, Italy, 
Austria and Switzerland. 

This is a book that can be recommended 
for thoroughness and fairness to the stu- 
dent of the income tax.

AT BUCKINGHAM. 


[New Y Buckingham 


Palace, the London home of the King 
;|of England, has just got a new chief 
watchdog. He is Chief Inspector Sey- 
mour of Scotland Yard, who has suc- 
ceeded as head of the Buckingham 
Palace police Inspector H. Hobden. 
For the lest fourteen years Hobden 
has been responsible for the safety 
of the sovereign and the members of 
his family while they were within the 
walis of the palace, and who has just 
retired on supef-annuation after near- 
ly forty years’ service in the police. 
The retiring royal watchdog was “in- 
vested” a few days ago with the silver 
medal of the Royal Victorian Order 
by the King, who thanked him for his 
faithful servie¢’and wished him well.

In days gone by it was the custom 
for the monarch‘to be protected dur- 
ing the hours of slumber by an at- 
tendant siteping in a bed drawn across 
the door of his ghamber. This long 
has been done dway with, but King 
George, besides hig police and military 
guard, is in the care of two night 
watchmen, who pace.up and down the 
corridors through the hours of dark- 
ness. They are shod in thick felt slip- 
pers, and one of them is always near 
the King’s room Until the monarch is 
ealled by his valet in the morning.

There are ten policemen on duty 
in the palace at night, and they have 
regular beats, just as they have in the 
street. There is @ police station at- 
tached to the pajace, where twenty 
men are stationed; They are detailed 
entirely for duty: outside and inside 
Buckingham Palace, and are, of 
course, relieved of all street duty. 
They wear exactly the same uniform 
as ordinary policemen. 

The men detailed for night duty 
enter the palace af 11 but do 
not begin patrolling the corridors un- 
til midnight. They remain in the

between 11 and 12, where, if they 
wish, they may smoke and are given 
tea and coffee. The patrolling of the 
corridors is carried out exactly in the 
same way as if the police were on 
duty in the street. They walk in pairs 
up and down their Deats, meeting at 
the end of a beat Just as they would 
in the street. The corridors, by the 
way, are kept a-light all night.

Organization of the Federal Banks 
Is IAkely to Occur Not Before Sep- 
tember 1, 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. } 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Al- 
though August 1 is the date which 
Treasury Department officials orig- 
nally set as the probable time for the 
organization of the Federal reserve 
banks, it now seems likely that the 
organization will be not earlier than 
September 1. The Senate’s delay in 
the confirmation of members of the 
Federal Reserve Board and delay in 
the choice of directors of the Federal 
reserve banks will defeat the plan to 

e Organ on Committee is now 
busily engaged in compiling lists of 
nominations for directorships in the 
twelve Federal reserve banks. After 
the dompljete list has been compiled 
it will be submitted to the electors 
‘named by all member banks. These 
electors in turn must cast their bal- 
lots for directors within fifteen days 
after the receipt by them of the list 
of nominees. Many of the member 
banks are situated so remotely that 
it will take more than a week for 
their ballots to reach the Treasury 
Department, and more than a month 
to complete the election after the list 
has been mailed. 

After six directors have been prop- 
erly elected by member banks, three 
directors will be named by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. Then the nine 
directors shall select one of their 
namber for chairman. All this is pre- 
liminary to the actual work of pro- 
viding banking quarters and opening 
the institutions for business. 

At the first meeting of the nine di- 
rectors of each Federal reserve bank 
the duty will devolvé upon them of 
designating one member of each of 
the A, B and © class whose term shall 
expire in one year, one member 
of each class whose term shal! 
be two years, and one of each class 
who shall serve a three-year term. 
After this original term designation 
all directors will be selected for a 
three-year term.

CONSOLIDATED MINES. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
TOMBSTONE (Ariz.) June 26.— 
The sale of the property of the Tomb- 
stone Consolidated Mines 


secured the second rejuvenation of 
Tombstone and her mines. Trustee 
in Bankruptey J..L. Grow bad only 
a single bidder, Walter Douglas, gen- 
eral manager of the Phelps-Dodge in- 
terests in the Southwest, his bid be- 
ing $500,000. 

It had been expected that Frank 
Murphy, the controlling spirit in the 
Tombstone Consolidated, would be on 
hand in an attempt to retain the 
property for the original corporation. 
But it is understood that Mr. Mur- 
phy has been unsuccessful in his at- 
tempt to pool the indebtedness and 
to proceed along lines he had marked 
out. 

The Pheips-Dodge Company, the 
game corporation that controls the 
great Copper Queen mines at Bisbee, 
is not going into the Tombstone situ- 
ation blindly, for several months ago 
its experts made a thorough examina- 
tion of the Tombstone mines and 
equipment. There is no doubt that 
plans already are well digested for 
handling the property purchased and 
there is little doubt locally that the 
mines will be unwatered at an early 
date. 
For two years the upper levels have 
been worked under lease with con- 
siderable profit to the operators, but 
the best of the ore bodies are now 
flooded, below the $00 level. At depth 
tich copper ore has been struck, par- 
ticularly in the Emerald shaft, and 
this ore is believed to be what the 
purchasers especially will seek. 

The holdings of the Tombstone 
Consolidated embrace 115 mining 
claims, about half of them patented, 
with a numberof well-equipped shafts. 
The pumping plant on the new main 
shaft is the largest in the Southwest, 
with an immense battery of boilers 
and with pumps capable of lifting 
about,..8,000,000 gallons a y from 
an average depth of 1000 feet. There 
is a Well-equipped stamp mill, to- 
gether with all necessary offices and 
surface buildings. The underground 
water supply is enormous, though 
there is belief that much of it may 
bulkheaded off. At one time the 
pumps at the bottom of the main 
shaft were drowned, as the result of 
a few minutes’ stoppage of the oil-: 
fuel supply in the boiler-room. 

The Phelps-Dodge Company  ac- 
quired an interest in Tombstone about 
ten years ago by building a branch 
line from Fairbanks, a distance of 
nine miles. The corporation is said to 
have purchased a number of outside 
claims in this district during the pact 
few months.

“PROCESS SUCCESS.” 


The Field process for control of 
smelter fumes is a complete success, 
according to the inventor, A. WU. 
Field. His assertion is based on the 
completion of a series of rigorous 
tests carried out by Drs. Archibald, 
Cox and Drake of the Western Lab- 
oratories Company. 

The tests were made with suiphide 
ore, especially selected because of 
high sulphur content, and were made 
to determine the amount of mineral 
extracted from the smoke, and condi- 
tion of escaping gas. The ore came 
from the Balakalala mine and aver- 
aged 44.3 per cent. sulphur. After 
roasting by the Field system, the 
product contained a little over 8 per 
cent. sulphur, the balance ng off 
in the fumes. Assays of t gas es- 
caping from the condenser into the 
atmosphere, through twe short 
stacks, showed less than .01 per cent. 
by volume of sulphur dioxide gas, 
indicating the complete success of 
the process. 

The solids carried by the furnace 
smoke, such as gold, copper, anti- 
mony, bismuth, sulphur, are precipi- 
tated by bringing the fumes in inti- 
mate association with refriger 
air, the elements dropping into con- 
venient hoppers by specific gravity. 
In this way most of the objectionable 
sulphur is extracted the form of 
a commercial product. 

An effort will immediately be made 
to have the process employed on a 
commercial scale at one of the large 
smelters, probably at the Balaklala, 
as that company has taken consider- 
able interest in it from the first. The 
Field process is a radical departure 
from accepted methods of treating 
smelter fumes.

UPON WOMEN. 


Enfranchisement Comes as 


a Present and Now They 


Are Working to Establish Prohibition, the Only Issue 
of Government that Interests Them—Hold “Wet and 


Dry” Election Every Three Years. —

The reasoning of the leaders of the 
movement is said to have been along 
the line that inasmuch as the male 
workers of the country outnumbered 
the other combined elements of citi- 
zenship, the extending the right to 
vote to women would give the labor 
party more strength. It was on this 
theory, I am informed, that Parlia- 
ment amended the suffrage act, by 
placing women on the same equality 
with men in the matter of voting and 
holding office, with the exception that 


they are inhibited from becoming 
members of Par! 
WOMEN PRISED. 


The boon came as a complete sur- 
prise to the women the Ives. They 
had made no effort to o nit. No 
organization looking to the accom- 
plishment of anything of the kind 
existed, and the question had not 
been agitated in any way before Par- 
Hament took action. The proposition 
wes not referred to a referendum 

ote of the people, such action being 
unnecessary under the  constitutivn 
and laws of the Dominion. It came 
as a gift to the women, unasked and 
unsought on their part. Naturally, 
they accepted the high privilege, but 
they have made little use of the 
power of the ballot so far as initiat- 
ing legislation or taking a united 
stand on any particular question of 
moment. 

The women of New Zealand. even 
those who are most active in politics, 
do not approve of the militant tac- 
ties of certain workers for the cause 
in England. They believe that the 
movement in the home country 
would better progress had the cam- 
peien been conducted along peaceful 

nes. 

To better understand the remark- 
able generosity of the members of 
Parliament of New Zealand in giving 
the women the right to vote and hold 
office without their asking. it is well 
to state that there is just as much 
Partisan politics here as there is in 
the United States. Each political 
party takes advantage of every legiti- 
mate opportunity to promote its own 
interests and add to its voting strength. 
The prevailing notion that ideal so- 
Clalisam exists here is wholly § er- 
roneous. To be sure, the contending 
political organizations are more or 
less dominated by Socialistic propo- 
sitions and platforms, but the lead- 
ers do not fall to keep an “ear to the 
ground” in order that they may catch 
the rumblings of public sentiment and 
guide their actions accordingly. Often 
far-reaching laws have been enacted

Licenses for 
liquor selling is issued to the hotel, 
and the man obtaining it is allowed 
to operate as many bars under the 
one roof as may see fit. I stopped 
at one hotel in Auckland which con- 
tained four bars. Offie could hardly 
turn around without running into a 
bar.

UNION LABOR’S MFNACE. 


Propose to Get Frum Congress 

Right to Destroy Property and For- 

bid Employer to Protect Himeelf. 

{The American Employer:] The 
average man of business today seems 
to be altogether too busy in attend- 
ing to his own more immediate af- 
fairs to be concerned with public 
questions. He may, in a cursory man- 
ner, read the pages of a paper whose 
editorial is likely inspired by some 
writer swayed more by the considera- 
tion of increasing circulation, than by 
just criticism, but to really study the 
larger issues in government the aver- 
age busineas man of today does not 
take the time. What must necessarily 
be the result? The lawa are changed 
and the best minds of the country are 
not found reflected there. The aver- 
age business man is too much con- 
cerned with the questions of today’s 
profits to be identified with public 
business, although, in the end, public 
business either detrimentally affects or 
very much furthers his private proj- 
ects. A situation confronts him today 
rmore nearly menacing perhaps than 
any other in the attempt of unionized 
labor to monopolize the labor market 
and to so change the law that the 
harm of radical unionism may be 
wrought without interference from the 
courts. 

I venture the assertion that in a 
body of men composed of several hun- 
dred employers of greater or less de- 
gree of efficiency, in their particular 
departments, that/ if the question was 
asked as to what measures of great 
import to their business are pending 
in Congress today, that most of them 
would be obliged to confess ignorance. 
If we were to ask the average as- 
semblage of business men as to what 
action their own Co had 
taken upon 
abolition of injunctions in labor dis- 
putes, the majority would admit that 
they did not know. At the last ses- 
sion of Congress a measure was pro- 
posed and drafted by the law-making 
body of the American Federation of 
Labor, which was designed to destroy 
the common law doctrine of con- 
spiracy, and which would practically 
deprive the employer of judicial pro- 
tection in labor disputes. This meas- 
ure placed militant unionism on a 
pedestal, and denied, in industrial dis- 
putes, the protection of the Sherman 
anit-trust law to the employer, and 
allowed the thug, the dynamiter and 
federation men generally special priv- 
lleges, so that they, as a priviliged 
class, were permitted expressly the 
right to destroy property and denied 
to the employer the right to protect 
himself, his property or é¢mployees by 
wav of the writ of injunction.

Phoenix License Law Held 


in Abeyance. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 25.—About 
the next matter for. public attention 
in Arizona will be in connection with 
a score of referendum propositions 
vo¥ering new laws and constitutional 
amendments to be submitted in the 
next election. These are being gath- 
ered by State Secretary Osborn into 
a large pamphiet, which is to be 
mafied next month to the voters. This 
m@thod of breaking into the law is 
being tried on behalf of abeut every 
“ism” in existence, and legislature 
questions ‘are being put up to vote 
that ordinarily would engross the at- 
tefition of the State lawmakers for 
weeks. A $5,000,000 bond issue will 
be asked for the improvement of the 
State roads and a like sum to be ef- 
pended by a State board of reclama- 
tion, The former measure is one en- 
th@siastically boomed by the Automo- 
bile Association. The latter is under- 
stogd to be particularily on behalf of 
the'Casa Grande irrigation project. 
WOULD PROTECT JAILBIRDS. 
jAtely filed was a petition to initiate 
a Giacklist law that would prohibit any 
inquiry whatever into the antecedents 
of @ prospective employee. Along the 
samme line is a bill to prohibit the em- 
ployment in mines of more than 20 
pes. cent. of non-citizen workmen, 
something which, if passed, it is 
claimed, would shut down the mines 
at ‘Hay, Morenci and Metcalf, in all 
of which the open-shep idea prevails. 
Other measures call for personal as- 
sesginents, pensions for mothers and 
ageg persons, give the Board of Con- 
trol: power to enter into industrial 
business, establish a State banking 
system, abolish the State Senate, en- 
large the power of the State to issue 
bonds, prohibit the Legislature from 
ame@pding any initiated act, and estab- 
lish’ beyond the power of the courts 
the constitutionality of any measure 
approved by the people. 
PHOENIX LICENSE TAX. 


The enforcement of the now famous 
Phognix license tax ordinance’ has 
bee: suspended on the filing of an ad- 
verse referendum petition bearing 
aboys 450 names. The City Clerk had 
been unable to decipher a large num- 
ber af names on the original petition, 
and‘ it was necessary to file a sup- 
plemental document in order to bring 
the number up to the required per- 
centage. It is probable the Council 
will *Fepeal the ordinance and enact 
a new one, after consultation with 
représentatives of city industries. 

LOWER FREIGHT RATES. 
| The late decision of the Interstate 
Com@erce Commission concerning in- 
ter-mountain freight rates is expected 
to add immensely to the importance 
of Phoenix as a jobbing point, as the 
decision will mean the establishment 
of much lower freight rates to this 
point. from the Bast than have been 
enjoyed. While there have been 
modifications in the last few years, the 
eastern rates to Phoenix and Tucson 
have. generally been based upon the 
through rate to Los Angeles plus the 
rate from that point into Arizona, even 
if the merchandise effected were to pass 
through Arizona on its way to the Pa- 
cifle Goast. 

REVENUE PNDANGERED, 

Actording to railroad testimony, 
transportation revenues will be re- 
duced: more than $1,000,000 a year 
if the, commission sustains proposed 
reductions in the rates on crude and 
refined oil into Arizona from the East 
and West. A hearing in this matter 
lately was held in Phoenix before Ex- 
aminet Arthur Pugh. Also consid- 
ered at the same hearing Were the 
rates on sugar from California. 

THREE-CENT FARES. 

The 3-cent fare hearing before the 
State Corporation Commission has 
practically closed. Nearly every rail- 
road line in Arizona has presented evi- 
dence;;and only a few of them ac- 
knowledge they are making money. 
The Morenci Southern Company, 
which operates a narrow-gauge line 
from (Guthrie to Morenci, made a

TAX-DODGING CLOCKS, 

The | na State Tax Commission 
has follfid a new source of revenue in 
the discovery that no tax has been 
made heretofore on the time clocks 
operated by the Western Union Com- 
pany. There are 253 of these clocks 
in Arizona, with an average gross re- 
turn of $12 a year. The oversight 
will be femedied at once. 

SAN CARLOS DAM BILL. 

Congressman Carl Hayden has in- 
troduceg a bill authorizing and direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Interior to 
ccnstruet the San Carlos dam on the 
Gila River, tor the irrigation of 46,- 
060 acres of Indian reservation land 
6nd over 55,000 acres of public and 
private Jand in Pina! county. Provi- 
sion is made for the irrigation of « 
State prison farm of 1280 acres. The 
total cogt of the project is fixed at 
$6,311,983. The matter of damages 
at San Carlos is recognized as - 
terial. “The Arizona Eastern Rail- 
road system is given a new right of 
way across the reservation, as well as 
$680,191 4m compensation for the ex- 
pense of relocation of its line. The 
San Carlos Indians are granted §102.,- 
000 for @amages to lands and roads 
anc $85,000 for the building of a 
new resefvation agency, while $196,- 
000 is set aside for payment for dam- 
ages dong missionaries and traders on 
the reseryation. 

SALT RIVER CANTALOUPES. 

The dry season has been a benefit 
in bettering the condition of the crop 
of cantaleupes in Salt River Valley, on 
which heavy shipments will begin this 
week. There has been practically no 
damage Whatever from rain or in- 
sects. From Mesa alone over 500 car- 
loads of gantaloupes will be shipped 
within the next month. 

SEEK LOS ANGELES WOMAN.

Angeles c@ncerning Mrs. Edith Bray, 
sai6 to Mave absconded from the 
Coast city with her child, which had 
been given into the legal custody of 
ibe father. The woman is said to have

Now comes word from Detroit that

Sharing plan which was said to make 
the minimum wage in his establish- 
ment $5 a day, is laying off several 
thousand of his employees. 

So there's an end of the profit-shar- 
ing plan for some thousands of the 
men who but a little while ago were 
led to believe that a little millenium 
hac arrived for them. Not only do 
they no longer share profits, but they 
are deprived of even ordinary wages. 

The manufacturer (Ford of De- 
troit) would have planned better for 
the welfare of his employees if he 
had prepared to keep them all em- 
ployed through a period of dullness, 
at regular «ages, and to reduce the 
number of =-rking hours rather than 
the number of employees. 

Profit-sharing looks attractive to 
workers, but it can be only when 
there are profits to be shared. en 
they are diminished, then, comes. the 
time of loss-sharing in one form or 
another and labor discontent begins. 

lready, as predicted in thie column 
when even the commonest labor was 
given $5 a day by the Ford Motor 
Company, labor troubles and riots 
have been begun by the “laid-offs.” 


Cleveland Teachers Unionizing. 

The school teachers of Cleveland, 
0., have decided to form a union and 
affiliate with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. They have been fight- 
ing for an increase in wages in vain. 
They believe that with union cards 
in their hands and the moral support 
(?) of the Gompers organization they 
can get what they want. One thing 
is certain, and that is that they won't 
get any financial assistance from the 
Gompers anization (Gompers & 
Co. want all the money for them- 
selves,) even though they lose their 
positions for introducing or seeking to 
introduce, the Gompers union-labor 
bull-doging tactics into the schools. 
The answer of the Cleveland Board 
of Education is a threat to get along 
without them and to fill their places 
as soon as possible. 


Working Giris’ Vacation Funds. 

There are 8000 working girls of 
New York City who are not going to 
stick in the stuffy, old office city dur- 
ing the hot spell this summer. These 
girls, members of the Vacation Sav- 
ings Fund Association have been plan- 
ning their vacations, during the cold 
and dreary wintry months, and they 
have something like $100,000 to spend 
on a good, healthy vacation. 

None of the members of the asso- 
ciation t more than $15 or $20 a 
week. far the big majority av- 
erage around $6 and $12 weekly. The 
Vacation Savings <Association was 
planned by several wealthy women 
of the city who take charge of the 
funds and chaperon the vacations. 
These wealthy women have contrib- 
uted not one penny toward the fund. 
The girls do it all themselves. Dur- 
ing the winter, under the direction of 
their patronesses, they give enter- 
tainmente and dances, which bring 
in some of the money. The remainder 
ie gathered through a tax levied on 
their salaries and put away during 
the winter. At one entertainment at 
Grand Central Palace last winter, th 
girls took in $6000. |

The number of workers directly 
involved in these strikes (261 of which 
were pending on September 30,) was 
294,236.

THE COLORADO STRIKE, 


Scottish Rite Bodies of Denver Say 
There Was no Ludlow Massacre, as 
Claimed by the Agitators. 

Se much has been written of the 


strike in Colorado that the follow- 
ing extracts from a set of resolutions 
adopted by the Scottish Rite bodies 
of Denver are interesting. 

The resolutions are signed by the 
committee and the various officers of 
the Rite: 

Whereas, during the past several 
months, there has existed in the coal 
mining district of our State a condi- 
tion of insurrection against the law* 
ful authority of our State government, 
wherein several thousand misguided, 
and largely unnaturalized men, speak- 
ing more than twenty different lan- 
guages, unacquainted with the true 
principles of constitutional govern- 
ment, Consisting in part of veteran 
soldiers of the recent foreign wars, 
armed with high-power rifles; incited, 
led-on and financially sustained 
agitators and. professional trouble- 
makers, mostly non-residents of our 
State, possessing no property or other 
interest in our commonwealth; have 
led open defiance to and made or- 
ganized war against the lawfully-con- 
stituted authority of our State, mur- 
dered Many men and created a reign 
of terror in the said mining districts 
and have destroyed hundreds of thou- 
typ of dollars worth of property; 
ard, 

“Whereas, there never was any such 
occurrence as the so-called ‘Ludlow 
massacre,’ and the National Guard of 
Colorado never did, at any time or 
place, kill any woman or children but, 
on the contrary, the members of the 
National Guard of Colorado have 
heroically and patriotically attempted 
to perform their bounden duties while 
serving without pay and in the most 
trying circumstances, facing an armed 
force of insurrectionists of many times 
their number; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved by the several bodies of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry, 8. M. J., U.S.A., 
in the State of Coloraav, that we, with 
all other good men end good wom- 
en, without respect to political af- 
filiation or sectarian belief, are loyal- 
ly bound by principle and precept to 
support and maintain constitutional 
gcevernment and the just enforcement 
of the laws by the duly constituted 
authorities in the State and nation; 

“That while we welcome to our 
State intelligent, peaceable i i- 
grants, who come seeking to me 
citizens and are willing to support 
American constitutional government, 
we denounce and condemn, as danh- 
gerous to free Amreican institutions 
the importation and congregation in 
this country of large numbers of un- 


aseimilable immigrants of such char-/ 


acter and modes of life as to be un- 
fitted to ever become good citizens; 

“That the people of Colorado are 
amply able to govern themselves and 
to maintain constitutional government 
among the bona fide residents of our 
State, but when organized bodies of 
men in other “tates send arma, 
munition, men and money into this 
State *o create and maintain insur- 
rection and make war against our 
State authority which, if successful 
would overturn the government of this 
State, it becomes a serious menace to 
the national government and a mat- 
ter of national importance.” 


Open-Shop Cities Pay High Wages. 

Bisbee and Douglas, Ariz, are 
both open-shop cities, having never 
been unionized, and wages there are 
higher than in any of the union min- 
ing camps in the country. Both pay 
from $3.75 to $4 per day for muck- 
ers and miners, irrespective of the 
price of copper. In most union camps 
wages fluctuate according to market 
quotations. 

Bisbee and Douglas pay as high a 
wage scale on 14-cent as on 25-cent 
copper. The men have libraries and 
hospitals and sanitary and other liv- 
ing conditions are the best. 


Part of Ireland That is Free, 


{London Chronicle:] One portion of 
Ireland already enjoys complete home 
rule. The inhabitants of Innishmur. 
ry, an island off the const of Sligo, 
have for many years defied collectors 
of both rates and taxes. There is n> 
direct communication with the island, 
and in @ report made to tho local 
government board in 1911 it was 
stated that the rate collector counld 
find no boatmen bold enough to take 
him across. Some years previously 
two rate collectors who tried to land 
in Innishmurry Were driven off with 
stones. The population, which con- 
sists of about 14 families, is said to 
be a happy community. One of the 
islanders acts as a ruler and setties

LAWMAKERS RESTRICTING THE 
RIGHTS OF WORKMEN. 


Also Make It Criminal for an Em- 


lent Wages for Men to Live On. 


{American Industries:] A State 
has the right to regulate the num- 
ber of hours the people it employs 
shall work. It has that right the same 
as every individual has the right to 
employ other individuals for a certain 
number of hours. ‘ 

Then comes the second proposal, 
that the State shall say how many 
hours anybody else shall work, and 
under what conditions he shall pro- 
duce, if he wants to sell his goods to 
the State. That principle finds its ex- 
pression not only in the legislation of 
many of our States, but in the ordi- 
nances of cities everywhere. It is re- 
quired in dozens of cities now that no 
man shall be permitted to supply sta- 
tionery for the use of the public offi- 
cers of the municipality, unless it 
bears the unfth label. That is, that 
the city shall hot buy fromi''its citi- 
zens, except’ stich citizens ‘as work 
under certain conditions, and accept 
certain conditions of contro] and lead- 
ership. | 

States have undertaken to do the 
same thing, but every time it has come 
before a court of last resort it has 
been rejected as discriminating class 
legislation that is indefensible. 

In Oregon you have the labor con- 
ltract limited by a wide statute forbid- 
ding more than a certain number of 
hours a day—not for women and chil- 
dren, who are the wards of the State, 

t for adult grown men—forbidding 
the sale of their labor for more than 
a certain number of hours a day— 
and Mississippi has 
which has fixed the number of hours 
per day which any adult full-grown 
man may dispose of his labor and 
makes it a crime for any person to 
permit him or require him to work 
in excess of that. 

More than that, that State of Cali- 
fornia as a final step in this move- 
ment, will on the. third of Novem- 
ber vote on an initiative bill which 
makes it a misdemeanor for any em- 
ployer to require or permit any per- 
son in his employ to work more than 
eight hours in one calendar day or 
more than forty-eight hours in one 
week; and that it will make it a crime 
for any person to permit or require 
another to work in excess of that 
time in any form of employment, in 
workshop or farm or factory, if such 
legislation can be sustained. 

Observe that no legislator, how- 
ever he may seek to use the power 
of the State to limit the sale of la- 
bor of the individual, ever penalizes 
or undertakes to penalize or penal- 
iges as an alternative, the laborer who 
undertakes to sell his labor. He pen- 
alizes the employer who buys it, never 
the person who sells it. : 

Now, it is very natural to say, and 
it is a criticism ‘which naturally arises, 
that to criticise such legislation ig to 
immediately put yourselves in the 
class of those who say, “Oh, you ob- 
ject to the limitation of the hours of 
labor; you want men worked untt] 
they fall, and you believe as the man- 
ufacturer believes, whom some of the 
modern Socialists describe as an in- 
dividual who Wants to work his men 
finish then throw them 
n scrap heap and then. aci 
fresh material.”

Exactly What Happened on the 4th of July.

LEGEND VS§. HISTORY. 
ROM much that historians have writ- 
Fin about the Fourth of July, 1776, an 
erroneous idea of the happenings of 
that great day have become a common heri- 
tage of the people of our land. Many an 
American considers it part of a patriotic 
duty to muse upon the imaginative picture 
entitled “The First Fourth of July,” which 
some historical writer has insiees upon his 
vision. 
In fancy he sees Independence Hall fi 


Philadelphia and the Continental Congress 
with its ruffled shirts, long cloth coats,

pants, slik ‘glockings and low shoes 


sitting with dignity, but listening spellbound 
to a wonderfully strange and entirely new 
document called “The Declaration of Inde 


pendence.” 
In fan he even hears the popular ac- 
claim of hat is just what we all say!” and 


“It is well worded, Mr, Jefferson.” Then 
the mind pictures the various delegates to 
Congress hastening forward, eager for the 
honor of affixing their signatures to a sheep- 
skin document. 

The scene changes to the ringing of the 


great liberty bell, to the assembling of the l 


people at Philadelphia who applaud the 
reading of this bill of rights and to the 
final closing of the day with every man, 
woman and child in Philadelphia happy be- 
cause he is no longer a British subject, hav- 
ing become a free American in a single 
day. 

Such a vision pictures a heroic scene; but 
the true record of events. does not affirm 
that these so-called happenings took place 
on that memorable day. By blotting out 
the imperfect details of the picture the 
Fourth of July is in no way robbed of any 
of ite glory. 

An authentic account of what transpired 
at that time changes the meaning of the 
Fourth of July from one day to about sixty 
in which the whole history of our national 
liberty is told and the heroic heart throbs 
of the sorely-tried colonists are keenly felt. 

The day itself properly symbolizes the 
Wbherty for which the patriots of that time 
stood ready to sacrifice their lives in order 
to launch the United States as a national 
eraft which should be anchored be, diac 
weight of foreign despotism. 


Courage Essential. 


It was a time of danger when brother, 
friend and neighbor became estranged by 
reagon of political opinion. Some colonists 
still loved the mother country with true 
pride, while others were embittered 
by the injustice of the sovereign across the 
sea. 

Many Were clearly convinced that it was 
their duty to repudiate the sovereignty of 
Ueorge Lil, buat they feared to be considered 
rebels when there was such probability that 
ingland’s wealth and power might resubju- 
ate the revolutionists. 

The desire for independence had come to 
the colonists gradually. For six weeks be- 
tore the war a Boston paper denounced 
such a thought, contending that it was slan- 
der to accuse anyone in*the province “of 
panting after independence.” During the 
latter part of 1774 George Washington him- 
self wrote that no thinking man among the 
colonists wanted to separate from England, 
and Franklin ridiculed the Idea. 

The inevitable, however, came with the 
spring of 1776, when local assemblies began 
formal discussion regardine the liberty of 
colonists. These legislative. bodies pos- 
sessed but little power, but they did a great 
part in crystallizing the sentiment for inde- 
pendence and forcing thore onposed to the 
idea to declare their inimical attitude. 

The good work of these smal! legislative 
bodies was reflected and meenified as soon 
as the delegates were sent to the Continen- 
tal Congress. Then the spirit of Wherty 
permeated the very atmosphere of the na- 
tional assembly and many an individual re- 
ceived the courage to align himself with the 
new cause. 

If, June 7, 1776, there had been an “extra

introduction of Lee’s resolution, yet it was 
to the credit of the Continental Congress 
that action was not forced upon such an im- 
portant measure at that time. It could not 
have succeeded until all objections. had 
been silenced, all fears. of England's ‘suc- 
cess allayed; until all were conscientiously 
convinced that the cause of liberty was just. 
It was imperative that all should look the 
Goddess of Liberty squarely in the face 
with a devotion to follow where she shoulé@ 
lead. 

As no agreement could be reached, on 
the 7th of June, the resolution was laid 
over until the next day; when it was again 
postponed for consideration until the Ist of 
July. Sufficient time would therefore be 
given for delegates not already instructed 
to receive orders from the provincial gov- 
ernment as to how to cast their votes. 


Why Jefferson Wrote It. 


In order that the cause of liberty should 
not be retarded during this wait Congress 
at that time appointed a committee of five 
to prepare a declaration of independence to 
the same purport as Lee’s resolution, in the 
hopes that the new doctrine would be unani- 
mously accepted when the matter should 
be again taken up in July. Robert Living- 
ston, Roger Sherman, John Adams, Benja- 
min Franklin and Thomas Jefferson, as 
chairman, were given the honor of serving 
on this important charge. | 

Policy demanded that a  southerner 
should be chosen to write the declaration, 
in order to increase the probability of its 
unanimous adoption. Logically, Jefferson 
was the man to carry this work through, for 
the masterly style of his pen was well 
known. With such co-workers, though, it 
cannot be supposed that he alone was the 
author of the resolution; for the responsibil- 
ity had been assigned to all five jointly, and 
the counsel and advice of all were neces- 
sary. 

However, the credit of the phraseology is 
given to Jefferson, while John Adams is 
said to have given close attention to the re- 


Too much praise cannot be given to the} 


a hero whose courage won enthusiastic ad- 
herence among those formerly undecided 
as to their stand. The forceful reply of the 
polished John Dickinson of Philadelphia, 
who opposed the measure as he had op- 
posed settling the trouble with England by 
arms, convinced the assembly that he was 
a stanch supporter of the colonists. 


One Weak-Kneed. 


However, Dickinson was a man too cau- 
tious for the times and not confident enough 
in the old flint musket of the Continental 
Army. For this reason he found himself 
almost alone when the vote of the day was 


had’ been ‘unanimously indorsed by all of 
the thirteen colonies. 

The next day John Adams wrote a letter 
to his wife in which he said: “Yesterday 
the greatest question was decided which 
was ever debated in America, and a greater, 
perhaps, never was nor never will be de- 
cided among men.” Adams must have felt 
overjoyed at his victory, for the same day 
he wrote another letter stating that the 2nd 
of July would be a memorable epoch in the 
history of America, and that he believed the 
anniversary of the day would be celebrated 
by succeeding generations. 

He declared that it should be commemo- 
rated as a day of deliverance by solemn 


it should be celebrated with pomp and pa- | 
rade, shows, games, sports, guns, bells, bon- 
fires and illumination from one end of the 
continent forevermore. 

The vote in favor of the declaration was 
not sufficient to make the adoption of the 
new resolution complete, for the next day 
Congress sat as a committee of the whole 
to consider the bill. At that time slight al- 
terations were. made, certain clauses cen- 
suring England were omitted and others 
regarding slave trade were left out, while 
other amendments were added. 

The Fourth of July Congress assembled 
again and immediately resolved itself into a 
committee for the consideration of the 
Declaration of Independence. When John 
Hancock, as president of the Congress, re- 
sumed the chair, Mr. Harrison reported 
that his committee had agreed to the decla- 
ration, which they desired him to report. 

What followed this announcement is 
largely a matter of surmise, despite the 
fact that the debate lasted all through the 
warm day, when delegates either talked or 
listened swathed in heayy, close-fitting 
stocks. The nine hours of this exciting ses- 


vision and the amending of the resolution. 
The entire conimittee helped perfect the 
document by making it the subject of criti- 
cal analysis. In allowing the Declaration 
of Independence to be ready before its as- 
sembly on June 28 Congress preceded its 
rachedule., 

Satisfied that all were acquainted with its 
contents, the Legislature then laid the bill 
on the table until it should come up for 
discussion by Congress sitting as a com- 
mittee of the whole. 

By trial vote July 1 only nine colonies 
voted as favorable to the resolution. Only 
two of Delaware's delegates being present 
and they voting differently placed the: atti- 
tude of that colony in doubt. McKean, real- 


izing the situation, dispatched a messenger 
to the absent member, eighty miles away. 
Within half an hour after Caesar Rodney 
received the summons he was riding at 
break-neck speed toward Philadelphia, re 
maining in the saddle all night, but reach- 
ing Congress next day in time to put his 
State on record as favoring the Declaration 
of Independence. A split in the vote .of 
Pennsylvania's delegation was discour- 
agement to the strong advocates of the new 
document. 
Final legislative was until 
the next. day. That day, July 2, was prob- 
ably the most memorable of all dates of our 
national history. During the stormy de- 
bate at that time the declaration was both 
attacked and commended. John Adams, 
representing the enthusiasm of the spirit of 
1776, led the arguments in favor of the reso- 
lution, speaking, as he himself expressed it, 
like one oppressed with the weight of the 
subject and the momentousness of the oc- 
casion.

John Hancock, who had probably recov- 

ered from the first shudder of signing his 
name, as he had already affixed his signa- 
ture to other copies, boldly asserted at that 
time that he would write his name large 
enough for the King to see it without his 
glasses. The delegates from New York 
and those newly elected from Pennsylva- 
nia who had been sent in place of the men 
formerly opposing the declaration, as well 
as John Morris, signed the document on 
that date, the 2nd of August. McKean was 
allowed to sign later because he was absent 
from Congress on that date, and newly- 
elected members were allowed thg same 
privilege as late as November. 
Satisfied that the signed parchment was 
lasting evidence of the birth of the new 
nation, Congress took no further official ac- 
tion regarding the instrument itself until 
January, 1777. 

By that time the new republic began to 
feel its strength, and Convress decided to 
promulgate the names of the signers of the 
‘Declaration of Independence by ordering 
that printed copies of the document should 
be made, with the names of the signers 
edded. These were to be sent to every 
‘State, with the request that the declara- 
‘tion be put in the assembly records.

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Los Angeles’ Water System of Early Days.

RAPID EVOLUTION. 


N THE early days of our now richly pro- 
| ductive region, with its munificent water 

supply, and its half a million inhabitants 
—when it was peopled by only a few tribes 
of not overly well-nourished Indians, the 
fact that these aborigines did not cultivate 
the soil must not be charged up to shift- 
lessness in the yellow-red man. The casual 
reader of history is apt to receive this %m- 
pression from the fact that the vegetable 
substance which formed part of the Indian's 
diet was accepted by him as it was pro- 
duced by nature, innocent of culture. It 
must be remembered that in this semi-arid 
region the Indian had not the means or the 
knowledge for utilizing the limited water sup- 
ply to any particular advantage. At the 


_ time ofthe settlement of “Los Angeles a | 


greater part of the tract between the center 
of the pueblo and the sea was covered by 
forest interspersed with marshland. The 


river did not find its way to the sea in a. 


single stream, even during the rainy season. 
The surface waters spread over the coun- 
try, filing in the depressions, and forming 
lakes, ponds and marshes, most of them dis- 
appearing during the dry season. 

The zanja was the earliest means by which 
the white man diverted and converted the 
scanty waters of the “Rio Porciuncula” to 
his uses. On August 26, 1781, was recorded 
the establishment of the Pueblo of Los An- 
geles on this river, “forty-two leagues from 
San Diego, and two leagues from San Ga- 
briel,” in the orders and regulations of Don 
Felipe de Neve. All pasturage, woods, wa- 
ter’, water privileges and so on, within the 
four leagues embraced by the pueblo, were 
assigned to the common use and benefit of 
the Spaniards and Indians residing therein. 
The pueblo was situated on both sides of the 
river, and_a zanja was dug through the town. 
Bach settler was assigned for his personal 
use a tract of nine square varas, the amount 
of land necessary for the raising of 4 fanega 
of corn, which was considered as much as 
could be spared to each individual in rela- 
tion to irrigation. 

The limited extent to which at the time 
the resources of the river had been adapted 
may be surmised by an item in the old pro- 
vincial state papers, where a complaint is 
recorded that by the building of a dam on 
the Cahuenga Rancho by the priests of the 
San Fernando Mission, the water supply to 
the pueblo was materially interfered with, 
causing damage and suffering. The priests 
denied this allegation, asserting that the 
waters had been thus used for fourteen years 
by former occupants. The rights were 
ylelded, however, by the mission, permission 


being granted that the priests should have 


a sufficient quantity of water for irrigating 
a small tract, on condition that such privi- 
lege should be withdrawn if there were any 

-_@iminution in the supply to the pueblo. The 
agreement was dated March 26, 1801, Don 
Jose Arguello being Governor at the time. 

' Prior to the establishment of the pueblo, 
the Los Angeles River wended its course 
about the base of the tableland where East 
Los Angeles is now situated, easterly of its 
present course. A gradual change brought 
it to where Alameda street was later; and 
in 1825 extraordinary rains so swelled the 
stream that the contour of the banks was 
materially changed. The river then cut its 
main course to tide water, draining the 
marshes and clearing away large areas of 
forest. 

In 1836 came the second complaint 
against the San Fernando mission, the party 
in charge being accused of building a dam 
to the detriment of the pueblo. It was found 
that one stream at the apparent source of 
the river had been da:oned, but that the 
pueblo’s water supply was in no wise af- 
fected. The mission resident promised to 
be personally responsible for any damage, 
and to release the dam in event of scarcity 
of water. 

The apparent rise of the Los Angeles 
River is on the Encino Ranch, only twelve 
miles above the city. The theory that the 
stream is the outlet of a subterranean lake 
or basin situated somewhere in the San Fer- 
nando Mountains does not seem to be with-

The Zanja Madre passed along the eastern 
side of Sonoratown bluff, west of the river, 
above the level of the lands between thé 
town and the river, as far south as First 
street. Lateral ditches were dug from the 
main one, distributing the water. The sys- 
tem was extended as the population grew, 
until eventually all of the level occupied 
lands within the city limits were supplied 
with water, a surplus being left which was 
supplied to outside land owners. The sim- 
ple system prevailed throughout the Span- 
ish and Mexican regime and for some years 
after American occupation, when the same

But in 1857 Dryden was granted the right 
to place a water,wheel in the Zanja Madre 
to raise the water for the use of the city. 
The wheel had long paddles, at the end of 
each being a sort of pail, which emptied the 
water into a receptacle above, whence it was 
conveyed to the brick reservoir on the plaza. 
Patrick McFadden was interested in and 
managed the works. From this reservoir 
water was distributed through some of the 
streets and furnished to a few houses. Other 
citizens were then given the right to take 
water from the zanja by wheels and hy- 
draulic rams. Dryden's wheel and pump 
were at first at the junction of San Fernando 
and Alameda streets. Later they were 
moved to the northeast corner of Alameda 
and Marchessault streets, where the water 
company’s office building was erected. This 
system obtained until 1861. 

During these early years almost every resi- 
dent of Los Angeles had his garden, vine- 
yard and orchard. There was plenty of 
water for irrigation as well as for domestic 
purposes, In the year 1858 William Wolfskill 
planted an orange orchard of 2000 trees. 
Andres Briswalter planted another of 2500 
trees. H. D. Barrows watered a vineyard of 
29,000 vines, between the County Hospital 
and the river, in 1859-60. Other and smaller 
citrus, walnut and various other: orchards, 
as well as vineyards, were sustained within 
the city for years, until a time came when 
the population was increasing with such ra- 
pidity that all of the water was needed for 
domestic purposes, and it became necessary 
to sacrifice beautiful bearing orchards and 
vineyards to the building up of homes.

The Los Angeles Waterworks Company 
was formed in 1858, with a capital of $10,000, 
for the purpose of introducing water into 
the northwest section. But no particular im- 
provement was effected for some years. As 
late as 1866 water was being hauled in carts 
from the river. 

The City Council ordered the issue of 
water “script” on December 23, 1861, to the 
amount of $15,000, that the pipes, flume and 
reservoir of the new waterworks might be 
completed, and a brick house built near the 
dam for the “zanjero.” The following day 
saw the beginning of a downpour of. rain . 
that lasted for a month and swept away the 
dam, so that the water wheel became use- 
less, and upon the water carts alone de- 
pended the salvation of the city. A year 
later the city petitioned the Legislature that 
it be permitted to issue bonds to the amount 
of $25,000, that a proper water syste: might 
be installed. 

Jean L. Sainsevain in 1862 secured a con- 
tract to build a dam, flume and other neces- 
sary works for $18,000. The dam was con- 
structed of fifteen and eighteen-Toot piles,. 
driven in two rows six feet apart, across the 
river. Two-inch planks were nailed to these, 
commencing seven feet below the river bed. 
Between the rows an excavation was made, 
and filled with rocks. It was a sturdy dam. 
It was a sturdy -burden, too, for the munici- 
pality to carry. The city was nothing loath 
to shift it onto D. W. Alexander on February 
8, 1865, in the form of a lease, for $1000 a 
year, Alexander to assume all responsibility, 
and to have the privilege of building reser- 
voirs upon unoccupied city property, to sell 
the water and to collect from consumers. 
The lease covered four years, with the privi- 
lege of renewal for six additional years. The 
works and all improvements were to be de- 
livered back to the -city, free of all incum- 
brances, at the expiration of the lease. On 
August 7, Alexander transferred the lease to 
Sainsevain, who continued the work for 
three years. It was during this time that 
Marchessault and Aguilar brought down the 
pine tree trunks from the mountains back of 
San Bernardino, hollowed out, bound with 
iron bands, and ready for use as water pipes. | 
They were laid as far as Third street, but 
as they rotted and 
leaked. 

In 1868 that strong triumvirate of citizens 
who have done monumental work for the 
City of the Angels, took hold, and bought 
out the discouraged Sainsevain—Dr. John 8S. 
Griffin, Prudent Beaudry and Solomon 
Lazard. Dr. Griffin, it will be remembered, 
was surgeon with the First Dragoons, with 
rank of captain, when Kearney took posses- 
sion of Los Angeles. A man of splendid 
classical and professional education, coming 
of fine old Virginian stock, he shared with 
Dr. Den the distinction of being one of the 
two earliest physicians of Los Angeles, and 
speedily won the confidence of the best fam- 
ilies in California. He was a public-spirited 
citizen and a genial gentleman. The stu- 
pendous works of Prudent Beaudry for the 
city, the magnificent way in which he staked 
fortunes on the accomplishment of his de- 
signs, are well known. Lazard was identi- 
fied with the city’s early mercantile develop- 
ment, and was owner of the famous City of 


Paris store. He also was ever ready to aid 


in the development of the city. 

When Sainsevain canceled his lease with 
the Council, these three men engaged to 
furnish the city with water. Then the citi- 
zens began to wake up to the fact that this 
water plant was worth something as an in- 
vestment. The proposition which Griffin 
and his associates offered was to pay to the 
city in gold coin $10,000, in five annutal in- 
stallments of $2000 each; to give up $6000 
worth of warrants on the city water fund 
held by them; to cancel $6000 worth of 
claims against the city for repairs, as well 
as a claim of $2000 representing the loss of 
four months’ rental; to build a $15,000 res- 
ervoir; to lay twelve miles of iron pipe; to 
place a hydrant at each street crossing; to 
furnish water free of cost to public build- 
ings; and to place an ornamental! fountain, 
at the cost of $1000, in the plaza. The pro- 
posed expenditure amounted to $208,000. A 
$50,000 bond was to be given for the per-

Rock Gardens. 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO _ THEIR 
VALUE AND CONSTRUCTION. 


N EXTENSIVE rock garden may be 
A found on every large place in Eng- 

sand, and on the continent of Europe 
they are also quite common. In California 
they are less in evidence than on the At- 
lantic Coast, though no good reason is 
known why we should not excel in this 
class of gardening. Rock-gardening in Los 
Angeles was scarcely recognized until after 
the present writer built six rockeries at 
Singleton Court in 1900. Since that time 
many fine examples of rock work have been 
finished and appropriately planted. 
_ This phase of gardening is a success in 
any climate, but is especially easy of fin- 
ished luxuriance in a humid atmosphere. 
Down at the coast should prove ideal, and 
a rough rock wall fronting the ocean would 
serve splendidly to protect the garden, and 
the stones could be covered on both sides. 
Muehlenbeckia complexa, the wire vine 
from New Zealand, could be grown on the 
ocean side, right next to the wave-washed 
sands, and in a short while would so cover 
and bind the rocks together as to make a 
permanent protection. On the seawall in 
its native country this vine flourishes right 
‘in the ocean spray.

Spring-Flowering Bulbs. 
W HILE there is no necessity for the 
present removal of spring-flowering 
bulbs from the soil, if this is not done the 
beds will be bare and most unattractive. 
So allow the soil to dry up. for a week or 
two and then dig up the bulbs. While 
these could safely be placed in paper sacks 
and stored in a dry, cool place, it is better 
for the small gardener to give them better 
care. Sprinkle a little fine damp sand on 


the bottom of a box; put on a layer of 
bulbs, cover with sand and repeat this 
process until the box is full or the supply 
of bulbs exhausted. Now place in that 
cool, dry spot and leave until needed for 
planting again. This treatment necessi- 
tates a slow but natura! curing of the 
bulbs and conserves their full vigor. 


Water Copiously.. 


HERE are crops now in ovioom that 
need heavy and frequent doses of wa- 
ter.

Spring-Flowering Shrubs. 


LL shrubs, especially of the deciduous 

class, that have flowered this spring 
should now be pruned if needing pruning 
at all. They will now make new wood 
upon which next spring’s flower crop will 
be borne.

If you leave pruning 
until this new wood is grown you will then 
cut away much of next spring’s crop of 
flowers. Therefore, cut away all that is 
necessary just as soon as possibile.

The Fan Palm at Home. 


By Evely 


McDowell. 


A MOTOR TRIP. 
O SEE the stately fan palm in its na- 
tive habitat, a canyon just off the des- 
ert, had lang been an unrealized desire 
of ours, and so we appointed a day of late 
spring to set out on this quest. When the 
time arrived the weather was threatening; 
nevertheless we started from Los Angeles 
about the middie of the afternoon in our 
open car. The clouds withheld their mois- 
ture for a while, but by the time we reached 
the row of eucalyptus trees at Rialto it was 
raining hard. I held the umbrella over my 
companion and myself. People gave us 
amused grins, and some pink evening prim- 
roses by the roadside seemed to smile at us 
through the rain. Making our way cautious< 
ty over the slippery road, we arrived at 
Beaumont about 8:30. , 

Next morning, though the sky above us 
Was still overcast, eastward green hills 
Klistened in sunlight. The clouds broke 
gradually, and we caught glimpses of high 
mountains clad in snow, San Gorgonia guard- 


ing the north side of the wide pass named 


for him, San Jacinto the south, rising sheer 
for nearly 10,000 feet with scarcely a font- 
hill to break the rocky ascent. 

Beyond Banning, grain fields and orchards 
gave place to sage-brush, chamiso and cac- 
tus, At the Whitewater ranch giant cotton- 
woods spread leafy branches over cement 
bulidings, and a stream of water makes 
green the alfalfa fields. From the cool and 


bushes, and gray and dull-white lizards scam- 
pered about. Occasionally a desert rat 
whisked away, a glimpse of brown streaked 
with white. Small patches of pink sand- 
verbena sprawled along the ground. The 
little yellow flowers of the creosote bush 
mingled with its brownish foliage, and 
among the slender leaves of the desert wil- 
low appeared fragile pink blossoms, in size 
and shape resembling the catalpa. From the 
needle-like leaves of the green “desert tea.” 
growing in low bushes, prospectors distill a 
beverage which they are said to prefer to 
oriental teas. | 

After accompanying us several miles the 
little stream crossed our road and disap- 
peared northward, to be seen-no more, San 
‘Jacinto again showed his hoary head for a 
short time above the lesser peaks, now 
somewhat to the rear. To the left, the hills 
forming the northern boundary of the long 
San Gorgonio pass were radiant in robes of 
fawn and lavender. Passing around a prom- 
ontory jutting fron? the mountains into 
what probably was once the bed of a great 
inland sea, we espied a cluster of trees a 
few miles ahead, and soon drove under their 
hospitable shade. 

So this was Palm Springs. Large cotton- 
woods and drooping pepper trees lined some 
of the streets. Indians were lolling about 
the reservation, fat and happy-looking in 
their scant cotton garments, in the shade by 
the irrigating ditch. We stopped to test 
the temperature of the warm springs which 


shady oasia at the ranch we plunged again 
into blinding sunlight and heavy sand. For- 
merly it Wag necessary to ford the White- 
water River, and many a party came to 


grief in the shifting quicksands. More re- 


cently a road has been cut through a spur 


of the mountains, known as Indian Head, 
because in days gone by a great battle was 
fought here between two Indian tribes for 
possession of the hot springs about eight 
miles distant. Looking eastward from the 
highest point in this cut, a veritable desert 


scene expands itself before the eye in a val-| 


ley of white sand dotted with shrubs of gray 
and green, bordered north and south by des- 
olate looking bills. 

San Jacinto’s peak was now hidden by 
hills immediately at our right piled with 
vertical strata of rocks and bearing tuna 
cacti and a few shrubs. The Southern Pa- 
eific track, which had run not far from the 
road for a short distance, retired to the 
northern side of the pass, its shining rails 
no longer visible. But a more welcome trav- 
eling companion, and one which we were 
quite unprepared to find in this desert place, 
was a cobblestone-paved irrigating ditch 
some two feet wide by as many deep, con- 
@ucting a hurrying stream of cool, clear 
Water trom the river to some distant point

about the only place in the United States 
where palms grow wild, with the exception 
of a few spots in Florida and on the Gulf of 
Mexico. And so as soon as we had been 
shown to our rooms in the comfortable tent- 
and-screen houses that serve as sleeping 
apartments at the desert hostelry, and had 
been refreshed by a mountain of pineapple 
sherbet apiece, served by our thoughtful 
hostess, the big doctor, our host, was ready 
with a light buckboard to take us to the 
canyon. 

To us, accustomed for years to travel en 
automobile, it was a pleasant novelty to 
drive once more behind a team of horses, 


and when we left the sandy road of -the} 
desert and our hahdsome blacks felt their 


way carefully to find a foothold between the 
large stones imbedded in the wagon-track 
we realized why we had been told that it 
would be impossible to go to the canyon in 
our machine. | 

In this bay of the desert-sen a few new 
shrubs presented themselves. Smoke trees 
gently waved gray plumes in the air. Mes- 
quite became quite abundant, and the palo 
verde (‘green stick") showed its bright 
green trunk and yellow blossoms, reminding 
us forcibly of acacias. For acres in extent 
the ground was thickly carpeted with pink 
sand-verbena, while heliotrope, Canterbury 
bells, cactus and other blossoms were well 
represented. A few yucca palms appeared, 
and cholla cacti, brisuling with long white 
spines, giving them the appearance, at a

little distance, of being enveloped’ in a sil- 
very-green veil. 

And here was the “Garden of Eden,” 
though hardly a fig tree or an apple was 
visible. Many years ago, the doctor told us, 
a visionary attempted to found a nature 
colony here. His venture was not success- 
ful, and now only the ruins of an orchard 
and a broken-down fence remain to mark 
the grave of an ambitious dream. 

To our right, twisting. In its upward 
course until it passed out of our range of 
vision, a deep cleft in the mountain wall 
was pointed out to us as Tahquitz Canyon, 


up which led a difficult.t:ail-te Hidden Lake ~~ 


and Idyliwild,; nearly a mile higher than we. 
Another furrow, near the mountain’s base, 
showing over its edge the bright gr2en tops 
of cottonwoods, was Andreas Canyon, a 
favorite picnicking place for the sojourners 
in Palm Springs. 

‘After climbing over a stony wall, “Dinah” 
and “Willie Boy” were halted where the 
wagon-track came to an eud in a little open 
space. Disembarking, we made our way 
over a trail to the left leading toward a few 
palms which we had already espied. From 
the boulder-strewn floor of a narrow canyon 
rose tall shafts surmennted by graceful 
crowns, the fans moving gently in the 
breeze as if waved by dusxy servants to cool 
the brow of an oriental potentate. “The 
sunshine and the palm trees” were there,

A few vegetables 
and fruit trees, a few acres of alfalfa, and 
the rest of their 30,000 acres of good, cul- 
tivable land unused. An abundant supply

of water for their sole use brought in by 
the government at an expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars, and almost all of it going 
to waste, no white man being allowed to 
touch it. All this land and water for twenty- 
eight Indians, and less than thirty acres 
under cultivation. The government employs 
an expert farmer to act as adviser to the 
Indians in agricultural] matters, but he has 
no power to compe! them to raise crops. 

As we drew up in front of the Desert Inn 
we were attracted by great clumps of clean 
pink and white oleanders as high as a one- 
story house and nearly as large around. But 
pleasant as it was im this shady oasis, what 


hed drawn us to thie vicinity was the Wash- 
metemias tim their mative tair, Palm Canyon,

CLEANSING PROBLEMS. 


Mission and Upholstered Furniture. 


{Washington Star:] Mission furniture 
should be waxed. Melt two ounces each of 
white and yellow wax, then mix with four 
ounces of rectified turpentine. This shouid 
be stirred until it is cold. Apply to furni- 
ture with a rag and polish with woolen 
cloth. For cleaning upholstered furniture 
undoubtedly the vacuum cleaner is the 
best, but this is not always available. A 
good substftute if the furniture can be ta- 


ken out of doors saturate-it-with} 
“faphtha or gasoline, r 
. that may come te the surface with a soft 


rubbing any stains 


hair-brush. 
Brassware and Nickel. 


A formula for cleaning ordinary brass- 
ware is half an ounce of starch, six ounces 
of rottenstone, one ounce of sweet oil and 
one ounce of oxalic acid. Mix into a paste) 
with water. ~~ 

All kinds of nickel can be kept in good 
condition by using a mixture of equal quan- 
ties of alcohol and liquid ammonia, stirring 
in whiting to the consistency of cream. 

Alcohol applied to gilt frames will 
freshen them, and oil paintings. may be 
safely washed with warm water. 

Marble should be wiped off with a rag 
moistened with kerosene. If stained, ap- 


ounce each of common soda, pumice stone 
and fine salt, afterward washing off the salt 
water, 

Piano keys should be wiped with a damp 
cloth. An application of spirits of turpen- 
tine will tend to whiten them. 


PACKING SUGGESTIONS. 


Use of Boxes. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] If your trunk 
does not contain the modern trays and com- 
partments, paper boxes are a safeguard. 
Evening gowns may be kept uncrushed by 
placing them in a separate box, and smaller 
boxes that fit in the upper tray can be util- 
ized for the many little accessories. |‘ abel 
these boxes with the contents, which saves 
both time and temper. An elastic band or 
ribbon will keep the lids in place even if 
the trunk be-turned upside down. 


Placing the Hats. 


Hats should be pinned in firmly, even 
though they be well protected by stuffing 
and wrappings, and extra tapes in trays 
will keep garments from sliding and slip- 
ping. 

It is never wise to have someone else 
pack for you, unless it is your maid who 
will also unpack your belongings, for you 
will not know where to find what you need 
on short notice and will only succeed in 
rumpling your clothes in your vain search. 


THE WINDOW BOXES. 
Metal Box and Soil. 


{New York Tribune: ] Potted plants, 
sunk in a boxful of moss, can be used, or 
else the flowers and vines can be. planted 
If the moss-filled 
box is used the plants can be changed from 
time to time without much _ trouble, but 
possibly they do better when they are 
rooted in the soil of the box. | 

A metal box is suitable for holding the 
moss, but wood makes the best box in 
which flowers are to be planted directly. 
Cypress, authorities say, is the best wood, 
and although it costs a little more to begin 
with it outlasts any other kind. 

The soil should be very rich—the smaller 
the box the richer the soil must be. The 
vottom of the box should be punctured with 
inch-wide holes in several places, and bits 
of broken flower pots should be so arranged 
over these holes as to make drainage 
sure. Rich soil can be bought from a flo- 
rist, or it can be brought from the woods 
in bags or boxes. Wood soil should gener- 
ally be mixed w'th sand for use in winter 
boxes. 


Nasturtiums. 


Nasturtiums are satisfactory growers in 
boxes. The dwarf variety should be used 
and the plants should be thinned out to 
stand six inches apart. The flowers should 


with those of dwarf habit. Two climbing 
plants at each of the two corners of the box 
nearest the window can be trained over a 
cord or a trellis made of wood which fol- 
lows the outline of the window frame. It 
is not well to train any plant on wire, as 
the wire heats quickly in hot sun, burns 
the stems twined about it and ultimately 
causes the death of the plant. 


LITTLE HOME INVENTIONS. 
Shoe-box Closets. 


tNew York Sun:] For the living-room 
the housewife bought a wooden box for 10 
cents at the shoe store. She had two 
shelves put in and covered it with an old 
singie length of Japanese curtain material. 
Siood on end it served the purpose of a 
cupboard admirably. 

‘For the two bedrooms two more shoe 
boxes were bought, but only one shelf was 
put in these. The tops were covered with 
white oilcloth and the sides and fronts with 
silkoline. The latter was cut in three 
lengths, tops turned in for gathers; lower 
edges hemmed to make it easy to put shoes 
on the lower part and towels or other small 
possessions on the shelf. Each box was 
nailed to the floor so it would not be un- 
steady or upset; the top served as wash- 
stand. 


Home-made Filter. - 


A large, common flower pot is covered 
over at the bottom, the opening and all, 
with a piece of clean flannel or of zinc 
gauze. Over this put a layer of coarse 
gravel about three inches deep and over 
the gravel a layer of white sand of the 
same depth. Above the sand put four 
inehes of charcoal, broken in fragments. 
If possible, use animal charcoal. Lay over 
the top a clean, fine sponge that covers it, 
or if. you have not a sponge a layer of 
clean flannel. The top layer, whether of 
flannel or sponge, is to be made sterile by 
frequent washing and boiling. Set the filter 
in a wooden frame and under it put a clean 
vessel to receive the water as it comes 
through the filter. 


KINKS IN THE KITCHEN. 
To Make Cake Flour. 


[National Magazine: ]} Cake flour can 

easily be prepared by adding corn starch to 
bread or common flour in the proportion 
of one-sixth part of corn starch to five 
sixths parts of flour. Sift at least three 
times, so that the starch and flour will be 
thoroughly intermixed. As a working for- 
mula, take five pounds of flour and add the 
contents of a one-pound package of corn 
starch; sift three times, fill your small flour 
tin and keep it tightly covered, so as to 
be ready for use at any time. 
The ordinary cup will hold sixteen level 
tablespoonfuls of flour; then, for smaller 
quantities of prepared cake flour, use this 
formula for mixing: 13% tablespoonfuls of 
flour, 2%4 tablespoonfuls of cornstarch. Sift 
three times, using multiples of this for 
added cupfuls of flour. 


To Seal Bottles. 


Bottles may be securely sealed in the fol- 
lowing manner: Melt together a quarter 
of a pound of sealing wax, the same quan- 
tity of rosin and two ounces of beeswax. 
When the mixture froths, stir it with a tal- 
low candie. As soon as each ingredient is 
melted, dip the tons of the corked bottles 
in the mixture. It will completely exclude 
the air.

SUMMER HINTS. 


-(Topeka State Journal:] For bites ap- 
ply vaseline and burnt alum; lemon juice 
for bee stings; common bluing for bites of 
any insect, or vaseline, lard, and burnt 
alum can be applied. 

For vaseline stain, soak in cold water 
for half an hour or longer. Then apply 
warmer water, and finally wash in strong 
white soz» and boiling water. If white 
goods, put in the sun. 

Cream of tartar will remove iron rust. 
To take iodine stains from linen, make a 
thick paste of ordinary starch and cover 
the stains, and then apply heat—either 
that of the sun or stove. For carbolic acid 
burn apply vinegar at once, and then make 
a poultice of stale bread and vinegar. This 
holds good for a burn from lye. 

For sore feet, three parts salicylic acid 
powder, ten parts starch pulverized, and 
89 per cent. of pulverized soapstone. Sift 
into shoes and stockings. For a canker in 
the mouth, two ounces honey mixed with 
one-half dram of powdered borax or boric 
acid powder.

Fine Buildings. 


The business of La Paz is far better than 
it has been in the past. Many of the 
stores that formerly were mere caves in 
the walls have put in plate-glass windows, 
and large business buildings have gone up 
that would not be out of place in a town 
of the same size in our country. There are 
many fine residences on the outskirts. 
Some now building are like French villas. 
They are of two stories with very high 
ceilings. They are made of brick covered 
with stucco, and as usual! are of all colors of 
the rainbow. Others of the new residences 
are of Spanish architecture, running around 
patios in which are fountains and trees and 
beautiful flowers. Such buildings you find 
in the heart of the city.

This country is in the singular position of 
having two capitals, The legal capital is 
at Sucre, where the Supreme Court holds 
its sessions and where is the seat of the 
archbishop. The real capital is La Paz. 
It is here that the President lives, here Con- 
gress holds its sessions, and the real work 
of the administration is done. 

The government of the republic is mod- 
eled much like that of the United States in 
that it has a President and a Legislature 
who act as to Federal matters; and a num- 
ber of provinces and departments that are 
administered by prefects and sub-prefects, 
or, as we might say, by Governors. There 
are nine departments and fifty-five prov- 
inces. The capital of each department has 
its municipal council, and the subdivisions 
have municipal boards. The territories in 


the northeast of the republic and in the/ 


Gran Chaco, on the border of Paraguay, are 
governed by two delegates. 

The. President of Bolivia has his Cabinet 
just like President Wilson, and the Legis- 
lature is composed of a Senate amd a House, 
nominally elected by the vote of the people. 
The President receives a salary which at 
the current of :exchange would be} 
$7200 a year. The Senators get about $200 
a month during the sessions, while the Dep- 
uties, or men of the lower House, are paid 
$15 for each day they attend. These sala- 
ries are low, but I am told that some of 
the officials, like some we have in the 
United States, actually grow rich during 
their terms. 

As to religion and education, Bolivia is 
rapidly changing. Roman Catholicism is 
the recognized religion of the state, but of 
late years religious liberty has been freely 
permitted, and there are now Protestant 
mission schools scattered here and there 
over the country. The Catholics receive 
from the state about $80,000 a _ year, of 
which $5600 is devoted to the spreading of 
the faith among the Indians. The govern- 
ment gives some money to the Protestant 
mission schools. It annually appropriates 
generously towafd the American Institute 
of La Paz, and also to a similar school in 
Cochabamba. I am told that it will give 
more to Protestant schools for girls as they 
are established. All of these institutions 
are under the American Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. They are doing great good.

Wonderful Resources. 


I have called Bolivia the Thibet of South 
America.

It has|' more high mountains 
than any other country outside of Asia and 
its mighty plateau is excelled in altitude 
only by that of Thibet. Within its borders 
are more than a score of mountains that ap- 
proximate four miles in height, and, upheld 
by-these,; a great tableiand twice as far up 
in the air as the high plateaus of the Rock- 
ies. Overlooking the plateaus from the west 
are the snow-clad peaks of Pomerape, Pari- 
nacota, Sajama and Huallatiri, all ranging 
from 20,000 feet to 21,600 feet high, and 
there are four volcanoes that are al- 
most as high. On the way to the ocean you 
pass several smoking volcanoes; and, scat- 
tered over the country are mountains that 
surpass anything on the North American 
continent excepting Mt. McKinley, Alaska. 
The plateau itself is almost 13,000 feet high 
and in many places it rises far above that. 

This gives one some idea of the general 
altitude of the republic. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that Bolivia has also vast 
tracts of lowlands. On the _ east the land

I wonder if you have any idea of the size 
of Bolivia. Situated here in the heart of 


the continent, with a great desert between 
it and the ocean, it is the third largest of 
the South American republics. lt contains 
altogether more than 700,000 square miles. 
It is one-fourth as big as the United States 
proper, six times as large as Great Britain 
and Ireland, more than three times the size 
of Germany or France, and three times as 
big as Austria-Hungary or the Spanish Pen- 
insula, The republic, extends.from north 


south as far as from Canada to the Guif 


of Mexico, and it is almost as wide as from 
New York to Detroit. All of our New Eng- 
land and Middle States and all of the South- 
ern States except Texas, taken together, 
would just about cover’ Bolivia, and _ the 
high plateau upon which I am writing is so 
large that it would make more than eight 
Massachusetts, without touching the slopes 
of the mighty peaks that skirt some of its 


edges. 
This mighty country is yet in the 
making. In other letters I shall describe 


its enormous resources in tin, copper, sil- 


ver and gold, and also its vast pastures, 
upon which hundreds of thousands of cat- 
tle are now running wild. Bolivia is one of 
the most thinly-populated of the good lands 
still left upon earth. It has, all told, less 
people than the city of Chicago, and the 
most of these are Aymara Indians, who 
work for the whites and mixed breeds, and 
who are of no creative force whatsoever. 
The country has only two or three people 
to the square mile. 

Bolivia has no large cities. This town of 
La Paz has perhaps 80,000, and the next 
town in size, Cochabamba, has only about 
one-third as many. This is so notwithstand- 
ing Cochabamba is located in one of the 


most fertile valleys of all South America. 
Sucre has less than 30,000, and Potosi, 
which has added more than $3,000,000,000 in 
precious metals to the wealth of the world, 
is still smaller. ‘Oruro, the chief tin mining 
center, away down in the desert, does a 
great deal of business, but it has very few 
people, and altogether there are probably 
not more than 200,000 in all of Bolivia who 
are living in towns. Outside are large 
tracts that are given over to the Indians, 
and in Eastern Bolivia are pampas covered 
with grass that are equal to the Argentine 
republic in their wonderful fertility. In- 
deed, the whole of the republic is full. of 


enterprise to make it become a live, active 
force in the work of the world. 


Moving Toward Development. 


The movement toward the taking up of 
the wild lands of Bolivia and the investiga- 
tion of their resources has already begun. I 


can see that great changes have been :ade 
within the past fifteen years. When | first 
came to La Paz I traveled across the plateau 
on a stage, and when | left here for Oruro, 
ohn my way to the sea, | rode for three days 
on the gallop behind a team of four mules. 
It was at Oruro that I caught the little nar- 
row gauge railway that runs across the 
desert and nitrate fields to the port of Anto- 
fagasta. At that time La Paz had no rail- 
‘roads, and the most of Bolivia was accessi- 
ble only by muleback and foot. Today 
'there are three systems of.iron tracks from 
ithe capital to the seacoast; and within a 
‘short time La Paz will be within three days 
by rail of Buenos Ayres. The gap in the 
railroads at Argentina and Bolivia is now 
‘only about 100 miles, and this gap will be 
closed by iron tracks within less than a 
iyear from this writing.

ican republic.| As the Eagle perches on 


the shoulders of hig mouthpiece and 
touches to his lips the live coal of patriot- 
ism, true Americans everywhere of the in- 
telligent classes are thinking of Bunker 
Hill Day, and their minds are going back 
to that first brush between the little nucleus 
of the American army and the well-trained 
fighting men of Great Britain in which the 
Taw recruits were victorious. Only a few 
days before this it was Plag Day, and in 
the schools on the week-day the scholars 
were taught to salute the flag, and on Sun- 
day the pulpits of the city fairly reverber- 
ated with fervent strains of patriotism. 
Look ahead a few days and all America will 


be ablaze with patriotism and a-roar with 
cheers from American citizens 
Independence Day. 

It was a little incident that brought on 
that first skirmish at Lexington, followed 
by the severer brush on Bunker Hill, to be 
followed a few months afterward by a dec- 
laration of independence announcing to the 
world the birth of a new nation, republic 
in its form of government, a government “of 
the people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple,” the purest, simplest and most just un- 
der which a nation ever lived, grew and 
prospered. The first act of hostility was 


- the dumping of a few packages of tea from 


a little ship in Boston Harbor. 
So it always is. Look at our own trou- 
ble at the present day with Mexico. It be

gan by the arrest of a couple of obscure 
men whose sole distinction was the uniform 
they wore, and the flag their boat flung to’ 
the breeze in Tampico Harbor. And the 
arrest was made by an ignorant Mexican, 
probably unable to read or to comprehend 
anything national or international. 

But a great principle underlay the dump- 
ing of those boxes of tea in the bay off the 
city of Boston, and a great principle under- 


” lay the marshaling of the American navy at 


‘Vera Cruz, followed by the landing of an 


The principle that precipitated the 
American Revolution was the right of rep- 
resentation in the government that levied 
taxes upon the people. Of course, around 
that central principle there were grouped 
numbers of other incidents. The Declara- 
tion of Independence sets these forth in 
calm but most eloquent phrases, calling 
the world at large to witness the tyrann 
practiced upon the colonists by the King 
of England. 

The War of the Revolution no doubt 
seemed most rash to the nations of that day. 
Here were a few scattered colonists along 
a long line of seacoast reaching from Maine 
to Florida, a bare ribbon of civilization 
bounding the ocean shore, back of which 
lay an unredeemed wilderness inhabited by 
wild savage men without law, civilization, 
or any of the things belonging to higher hu- 
man life. And these poor colonists, few in 
number, without a navy, an army, guns or 
ammunition, dared to provoke the wrath 
of the greatest nation of that day, with the 
greatest navy and the most formidable 
army. The new-born flag of the new re- 
public whose day was celebrated during the 
current month stood up in opposition to 
“the flag that braved a thousand years the 
battle and the breeze.” 

The Eagle is patriotic from the inner- 
most core of his heart and the backmost re- 
cesses of his brain to the outmost tips of 
his wing and tail-feathers, of his hooked 
beak and his sharp claws. He delights to 
hear patriotic outbursts on the part of the 
people whose proud emblem he is, at the 
head of whose army he marches, and from 


whose ships of war he is seen over the sea. 
On Flag Day, when Old Glory was displayed 
from s6 many households in Los Angeles, 
over the door of a home out in the West- 
lake district floated the Stars and Stripes 
of that glorious emblem, and the Eagle 
fairly screamed with delight as he saw a 
little toddling baby with uncertain steps 
perambulating the sidewalk turn around 
and with all the grace of a trained captain 
of infantry salute the flag of his country. 
That is as it should be, for without patriot- 
ism a people is always in danger both from 
internal strife and from external invasion. 
And what people have a better right to be 
patriotic than the Americans? They have 
the greatest country territorially on the 
map, the richest in its resources, the most 
glorious in its scenery, with the longest, 
largest rivers of the earth, the most exten- 
sive ranges of mountains with their peaks 
towering highest in the clouds, and the 
banks of the streams and rugged sides of 
the mountains clad with the most glorious 
forests the sun shines upon in his diurnal 
course around the world. And the Amert- 
can people have made the most of these re- 
sources, producing the largest crops in the 
broad plains of the country, the largest out- 
put from the mines in the rock-ribbed moun- 
tains. Yes, and they have built the largest 
cities, and altogether American life is hap- 
piest, most comfortable and best in the 
world. American schools are the best in 
which the children of any nation are taught, 
and education is the freest as well as the 
most thorough. Nor are the material 
things of this life the only ones that Ameri- 
cans excel in. They have more churches 
than any other people, and they are better 
attended and served by more devoted min- 
isters and taught by more eloquent teachers 
than any other people listen to. 

The Eagle would like to go back to the 
fundamental principle on which the Revolu- 
tion was founded, and out of which grew 
this great and glorious nation. That prin- 


ciple has already been referred to as thel 


right of the taxed to a part in the govern- 
ment. It was fundamentally just in Amer- 
ica in the days of the Revolution. For 


nearly every inhabitant in the country of 
adult age was a taxpayer, and therefore 
nearly every person who took part in the 
newly-formed governiment was called upon 
to support it by paying taxes in various 
ways, and to defend it at the risk of his life 
against all attacks from without and within, 
The founders of the republic*looked far 
ahead and with prescient eye foresaw most 
of the conditions which would arise in the 
country and with prophetic wisdom pro- 
vided for emergencies that have arisen in a 
hundred years. 


They did not see all. That was possible 
only to the Eye of Omniscience. for if it 
be true and just that all government must 
rest upon the consent of the governed and 
that no taxes should be laid upon those 
having no part in voting the taxes, is it pot 
a corrollary of this proposition that only 
those who pay taxes should take,part in the 
government? When the Constitution was 
first framed the application of such a prin- 
ciple would not have formed an oligarchy 
as the governing force of the country, be- 
cause every American citizen was an inde- 
pendent property owner and _ therefore 
would be a taxpayer.

But this idea is not original with the 
Eagle. It has been held through all the 
years of the republic by many of our most 
profound statesmen, and if in force it would 
eliminafé a great many of the troubles we 
encounter in carrying on the government, 
and prove an inestimable safeguard to the 
Constitution, the republic, and the real lib- 
erties of all the people.

Live Out of Doors. 


While other parts of the country have 
been suffering from heat and extremes of 


- temperature, we in the Southwest have been

Experiments have proved that the thyroid 
gland, which it has been fashionable to ex- 
tirpate for the cure of goitre, is necessary 
to prevent poisoning from meat foods 
which, when allowed to stagnate, as they do 
in the intestines and colon, manufacture 
(fatal poisons (ptomaines.) Dogs which had 
their thyroid glands removed were found to 
thrive on bread-and-milk aiet, but as soon 
as they were given meat they sickened and

Secret of Predetermining Sex. 


A Philadelphia physician announces that 


he has solved the secret of predetermining 
the sex of children. It appears to be a ques- 
tion of liberal diet together with the activity 
of the adrenal glands. If the glands are 
active it will be a boy; if inactive, it will be 
a girl. Of thirty patients that placed them- 
selves under his care; twenty-six of them 
gave birth to boys. As he tried for this re- 
sult and had only three failures it looks as 
if he were on the right track, or he had a 
remarkable chain of circumstances in his 
favor. 

The secret of sex determination has been 
sought from time immemorial, but without 
any certainty. That there have been rea- 
sons that controlled has been well under- 
stood, For instance, in time of war, when 
, the males of a community have been largely 
killed off, it has been noticed that the ma- 
| jority of the births are boys. There has 
, been no way of determining why, and it has 


_been generally supposed to be the result of | 


physical conditions that naturally exist in 
,a community at such a time. Undoubtedly 


ever much a male heir has been desired it 
has seemed to be followed by disappoint- 
ment. Take the Russian royal family, for 
instance, disappointment accompanied each 
birth -until.the Jast one, and even now the 
heir presumptive is in such health that it 
is doubtful if he ever reaches maturity, 
much less succeeds his father on the throne 
If the Philadelphia scientist is on the right 
track, treatment undoubtedly has to begin 
in advance of the impregnation, as the de- 
termination of the sex of the child occurs at 
a very early stage of gestation. 


Another theory upon which experiments 
have been made, is that sex is determined 
by the time at which impregnation takes 
place——-whether just after or just before the 
menstrual period. This is evidently the 
theory on which Dr. Oscar Riddle of the 
Carnegie Institute has been working with 
doves and animals, with which he says the 
éxperimental stage has been passed. As the 
two investigators have been working along 
separate lines, and each believes he has 
learned the secret of nature, it would seem 
not to have been much of a secret at all— 
a family of females or of boys was just the 
result of carelessness or indifference.

The disease is said to be a result of the 


changed dietary, the use of constipating 
foods in place of the coarse ones of years 
past. In insane hospitals where every at- 
tention is paid to the avoidance of consti- 
pation appendicitis is a most rare occur- 
rence. In fact, from 1902 to 1911 there were 
in all the hospitals of England and Wales 
only seventy-five deaths from appendicitis— 
constipation not being permitted among the 
patients in those institutions. 

The vermiform appendix is not peculiar 
to man, but the apes, gorillas, chimpanzees 
and orangoutangs also possess it. No case 
of appendicitis has ever been known to oc- 
cur among those animals when in a State of 
nature, and authorities state that foreign 
matter, seeds of fruit as large as cherry 
stones, have been found in their appendix. 
On the other hand cases of the disease have 
occurred in such animals when in captivity. 
The changed life undoubtedly caused an in- 
ability of the appendix to expel the fecal 
matter. 


Before surgeons learned how compara- 
tively easy it is to remove the appendix, and 
what fat fees can be obtained for the opera- 
tion, the disease was called inflammation of

Chance for Expansion. 

URING the year 1909 the value of the 

nuts imported into the United States 
was $15,000,000, and the value of the home 
product $4,500,000. As California is the 
great nut-producing portion of the country, 
it is interesting to know that if we pro- 
duced three times as many as the whole 
production in the United States we should 
not then be supplying the home demand. 
it would take five times the home product 
to furnish the people of the country with 
nuts. The imports of almonds from Spain, 
France and Italy come to more than 158,- 
000,000 pounds, or more than two crops 
from all the California orchards. Califor- 
nia is the only State in the Union where 
almonds in any appreciable quantity are 
produced. The imports of walnuts amount 
to 32,000,000 pounds a year, or one and a 
half times as many as California produced 
in its largest crop. The average imports 
of almonds have increased from 9,000,000 
pounds the first year in the century to 
more than 15,000,000 pounds four years 
ago, and the imports of English walnuts 
from 19,000,000. pounds te 29,000,000 
pounds. Note that we do not produce one- 
fourth of the nuts we consume, and the de- 
mand is steadily increasing. In the United 
States the total number of all kinds of nut- 
bearing trees is something over 500,000,000, 


A Good Investment. 

HE Great Southwest has relics of the 
past by no means to be despised. Rel- 
ics draw hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans across the Atlantic annually, and now 
the ancient civilizations on the other side 
of the Pacific Ocean are acting a# a strong 


magnet. The Great Southwest is very rich 
in attractive features, including mate, 
scenery, cities, orchards, and we should 


have our museums. Los Angeles has made 
an excellent beginning in its museum out 
at Exposition Park, where fossils and mod- 
ern arts of various kinds are quite well 
represented. Hundreds of people visit this 
place daily and find amusement and in- | 
struction. There were civilizations in this 
section of the country long before it was 
discovered by Christopher Columbus, and, 
g0me-of the “remains of these civilizations 
are quite as interesting as those of Egypt, 
Greece or Italy. Among them is the fa- 
mous Montezuma’s Well, in the upper part 
of the Verde Valley, Arizona. It is a thou- 
sand feet in diameter, and the walls are 
200 feet high. This curiosity has bé@en 
owned by a private individual, and has re- 
cently been sold for $20,000, presumed to 
be to the United States. It ought to be 
owned either by the Federal government 
or by the State government of Arizona, and 
preserved from all possibility of destruc- 
tion. 


Canned-Fruit Output. 

HE. Santa Fe freight department has 
compiled figures for the output of 
canned fruit in California for the present 
season. The estimate is of 5,250,000 cases, 
which will make 10,530 carloads or 527 
trains. The value is set at $15,750,000. 


British Columbia Rivairy. 


OT only our own Oregon and Washing- 

ton are lively rivals of California in 
fruit growing, but still farther north the 
fruit growers of British Columbia are fig- 
uring on the opening of the Panama Canal 
as giving their output an outlet to the Lon- 
don market, If the people from Vancou- 
ver can ship apples in any form to the 
European markets, surely we can ship cit- 
rus and deciduous fruits there, too, with a 
profit, Then in certain valleys in the 
State of Washington the farmers are con- 
templating the planting of English walnuts. 
Of course the tree will not flourish where 
the winter temperature goes very low, but 
there are a great many sheltered valleys in 
Oregon and Washington where the tree 
may be made to flourish. . 


*" Mojave a Railroad Center. : 

NTIL recently, Mojave was a railroad 

depot and nothing more. When the 
Southern Pacific first built down through 
the Antelope Valley the town consisted of 
the railroad building and an old hotel. 
With the incoming of the Santa Fe, two 
railroads centered at Mojave. Then came 
the Los Angeles aqueduct, and the South- 
ern Pacific built a branch to carry con- 
struction material to the long ditch, and 
now a new railroad is to be opened from 
Mojave to Searles Lake. A motor car will 
be operated from Mojave over the aqueduct 
line to Garden City and thence over the 
new track to Searles Lake, where there is 
a potash deposit valued at millions of dol- 
lars. The whole of the Antelope Valley is 
rapidly being developed as an agricultural 
district, where wells are put down im 
nish irrigation water, under which alfalfa 
fields flourish. Of course the logical se 
quence of alfalfa is live stock of various 
kinds, and why not orchards? There is no 
reason why the valley should not be de- 
veloped into a great nut-producing section. 
There is scarcely a nut tree that will not 
flourish there under proper care and with 
plenty of water. With this development, 
Mojave is sure to flourish, Kramer also, 
and all the other towns in the valley. 


For the Great Parks.

And wherever he went he would 
find most men rejoicing in the day 
and the date as if they were personal 
possessions belonging to themselves. 
The Declaration of Independence had 
more to do with the benefiting of hu- 
mankind than any other declaration 
ever put forth by human lips, except- 
ing the Decalogue given from the top 
of Sinai and the Sermon on _ the 
Mount. 


At home, as we have become more 
cosmopolitan by reason of the great 
influx of foreign population, number- 
ing in these years an average of a mil- 
lion per annum, and by reason of so 
many of our own people traveling far 
abroad throughout the world, it seems 
as if the Fourth of July meant less 
and less, even to native-born citizens, 
than it did fifty years ago. 

It would be a thousand pities if the 
significance of the day should be for- 
gotten, and if the eloquence of the 
Declaration of Independence should 
be permitted to die out of men’s 
minds. Some persons of philosophic 
mind have conceived the idea that 
patriotism belongs more to a city than 
to a country, and is ardent in propor- 
tion to the smallness of the territory 
over which it is made to spread. 
People of this way of looking at 
things point to the burning patriotism 
that flamed in the hearts of the Greeks 
whose country was Athens, Sparta or 
Corinth. 


Surely the institutions reared upon 
the solid foundation of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the Consti- 
tution of the United States should be 
precious enough to preserve in the 
hearts of all Americans a patriotism 
as warm as ever existed in the human 
heart. A careful study of the early 
history of our country, including the 
causes that led to the Revolutionary 
War, followed by an intimate knowl- 
edge of the glorious achievements of 
American arms on land and sea, and 
combined with the results of civiliza- 
tion existing under these laws, should 
be enough to maintain the flame of 
patriotism alive upon the altar of ev- 
ery American’s heart.

formance of these stipulations, the Mayor to 
give a quitclaim 
its appurtenances. Then the uproar com- 
menced, Petitions and protests showered in 
upon the Council. Aguilar vetoed the meas- 
ure. Then the triumvirate proposed to lease 


the system for thirty years, at $1500 per 


annum, Other offers were made, one by 
John Jones, another by Juan Bernard and 
P. McFadden, owners of the Dryden system. 
_There was excitement and protest in the 
Council, the president, John King, refusing 
to hear, such prominent citizens as J. G. 
Howard, Capt. C. E. Thom and A. A. Boyle. 
The Griffin-Beaudry-Lazard proposition won, 
although it was not the best one offered, and 
was signed by the Mayor July 22, 1868. It 
was never quite understood how the propo- 
sition won its way through. 


The lease was almost immediately trans- 
ferred to the Los Angeles City Water Com- 


pany, incorporated, the first trustees dbeing, | 


besides the originators of the proposition, J. 
G. Downey, A. J. 
Charles Lafoon. By November of the next 
year, about seven miles of iron pipe had 
been laid, the old wooden ones being dis- 
carded. 


In the meantime, Bernard and McFadden 
petitioned the City, Council for a reservoir 
site on Fort Hill, with the hope of contin- 
uing to distribute water. The City Water 
Company, having gotten wind of this plan, 
petitioned for the same spot. In a cleverly 
worded representation of the waterworks 
being a city possession—-all properties and 
improvements reverting to the city Upon ex- 
piration of the lease—and that aid extended 
to a private company would tend to reduce 
the value of the city property, Beaudry 
blocked the Bernard-McFadden arrangement 
and the city company bought out their works 
and reservoir. 

The City Water Company did not seem in 
a particular hurry to build the plaza foun- 
tain, according to contract, after the smaller

through its attorney, Judge Brunson, a prop- 
osition to remove the old reservoir, erect 
the fountain, make an ornamental park of 
the plaza and restore to the city $3000 worth 
of water scrip, on condition that the annual 
water rent be reduced to $300. The able 
Brunson “buffaloed” the Council into accept- 
ing these conditions, and reducing the rent 
to $400, | 


The city now was beginning to climb the 
western hills. Lack of water in this locality 
held back its development. We know hew 
at first the citizens were obliged to stand in 
line, and take their turns at the pump which 
sent the water up to the homes. We know 
how J. W. Potts and P. Beaudry between 
them spent $80,000 in grading and improve- 
ment of this section. And now Beaudry 
planned the $95,000 works which distributed 
water over the tops of the highest hills, 
through eleven miles of iron pipe. A large 
basin was excavated amid the springs of 
Upper Alameda street. From these a sixty- 
horse-power engine, running a Hooker pump 
of 40,000 gallons capacity per hour, forced 


two reservoirs receiving it having a capacity 
for carrying 3,500,000 gallons. : 

In a suit brought by the city of Los An- 
geles against Leon McL. Baldwin, in 1873, 
to establish its rights to two irrigation 
heads of water, taken from the river and 
appropriated by Baldwin and others, the 
court's decision set a precedent; and in 1884 
the city was obliged to pay C. J. Griffith 
$50,000 to buy back these two irrigation 
heads. In the same year Ralph Rogers had 
40,000 feet of pipe laid, and had water 
pumped by steam to a reservoir, supplying 
120 houses. 

The Citizens’ Water Company was formed 
in August, 1886, buying out the Rogers and 
the Beaudry systems to supply the hill por- 
tion of the city.

the water was taken from the river four 
miles above the city, being pumped to a res- 


the. water to an elevation of -240 feet: the:

The company had _ a lease of. ten years for 
this source of supply. 


The East Side Spring Water Company was 
incorporated in 1886. “Unele Billy” Work- 
man was very active in promoting this en- 
terprise. The water was pumped from an 
artesian well near the site of the old Tarbox 
distillery, immediately north of Macy street 
bridge, to a reservoir on the top of Lacy 
Hill, in the orange slope tract on Brooklyn 
Heights. 


In 1886 also the Crystal Springs Land and 
Water Company was incorporated, its stock- 
holders being the stockholders of the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, and owning 
stock in each company in equal proportion. 
The entire plant and appurtenances of the 
old water company were sold to the new 
one, “for the sum of one dollar and other 
considerations, etc.” ‘“‘There seems to be a

|property owners made a test in the Federal 
court at Los Angeles, the decision on May 
' 4, 1906, being that the city of Los Angeles

The Summer Romper 


HMBRD isn't a prettier little outfit 
T for the small child than the com- 
fortable romper if properly made. 
There is as much need for good lines, 
such as they are, in children's clothing 
as in that of an adult's.
